Clerk Talbott Helds the Bill 


It is understood the ** physical possession ”’ 
of the bill now is in Mr. Talbot, clerk of the 
House Committee on Ways and Means, who 
has served of late as clerk to the conference.

HOUSE LEADERS GREATLY DISTURBED. 


Call for a Caucus Shows They Are Tread- 
| ing Delicate Ground. 

Wasnuinoton, D. C., Aug. 11.—The call for 
a caucus of the House, approved by the 
Speaker and requested by the House confer- 
rees, shows the leaders in that body have be. 
come greatly concerned over the fate of the 
tariff bill, and acknowledge it isin a critical 
state. But neither the action of the Senate in 
delaying the Hill resolution nor the cal! of the 


caucus by the House Democrats insures 
the passage or defeat of the bill, 
nor yet does it certainly mean the 


Senate billor nothing. There are many per- 
sons who believe the Detmocratic caucus will 
result in the final success of the Senate bill, 
and that this action will be taken because the 
Demoerats of the House. or a majority of 
them, will not want to risk any vote whatever 
in the Senate for fear of killing all tariff leg- 
islation. This feeling, however, was stronger 
at 2 o'clock thanat 6 o'clock today, and it is 
quite probable the time which has been gained 
will be devoted toward reconciling the differ- 
ences, making a compromise biil hurriedly 
and with the ieast possible friction and pass- 
ing it as quickly as possible, providing such 
action will be acceptable to the House cau- 


cus. 

The parliamentary tangle in which the biil 
is now placed if no report is made by the Sen- 
ate conferrees has caused considerable discus- 
sion, and opinion is divided as to the courses 
open to the House. These tangles, however, 
would all unravel at once if the wings of the 


Democratic party again flapped in harmony 
and agreement on a report were by

the conferrees. If this be found impossible it : 
is contended by some that the House 
id concur in the Senate amendments 
and pass the billat once whether the particu- 
lar copy of the bill on which the conferrees 
are at work is on the clerk’s desk or in the 
conference room. It is also claimed the 
House can rescind the action sending the bill 
to conference, which would bring it as 
amended by the Senate again before the 
House. The parliamentary difficulties are 
not so serious as the other com plications 
which have arisen and which may arise before 
the caucus Monday and before. the Senate 
meets again to prevent an adjustment of the 
differences. 
Pazziing Questions for Democrats. 

At present the questions remain unan- 
swered are: Will the House caucue decide to 
take the Senate bili or will a decision be 
reached to make one more effort to agree on 
a compromise bill? It is conceded by almost 
all parties now that fewer concessions are to 
be expected of the Senate than probably 
could have been obtained a week ago; that 
the outiook at this time is between no biil, 
the Senate bill, and the Senate bill modified, 
but not to a great degree. When Speaker 
Crisp and Chairman Wilson determined after 
a conference at noon that the House caucus 
should be held Monday morning, another new 
element was added to the tariff situation. 
The House conferrees had’ previously con- 
cluded that a caucus was desirable and 
Mr. Crisp .quickly assented tothe plan, his 
name and that of Mr. Wilson heading the pe. 
tition to Chairman Holman thatthe caucus 
be called, With this authoritative indorse- 
ment from the House and tariff leaders sig- 
natures were setured as fast as the paper 
could be passed about and the number neces- 


sary for the call was obtained within half an 


hour. Mr. Crisp went over to the Senate and 
told the Senators what had beendone and 
this was one of the main causes for postpon- 
ing the Hill resolution until Monday, as the 
caucus at 10 a. m. will givean opportunity 
for the House to determine upon its policy 
before the Hill .resolution is taken up at 12 
o’ clock, 
Crisp’s Soothing Sayings. 


Throughout the day the purposes of the 
caucus were canvassed from every possible 
standpoint. Spéaker Crisp said of it: ** There 
is no prearranged program for the caucus. 
The House conterrees thought that they would 
like to inform their associates of the difficul- 
ties encountered, and of the position they had 
taken up to the present time. I don’t know 
that they desire or intend to ask for any par- 
ticular line of action. It is called simply to 
allow them to inform Democratic members of 
the exact situation. What line of action 
will be developed I cannot say, 
and I think it will depend largely on circum- 
stances. There is no purpose on the part of 
the conferrees, so far as I know, to present the 
question of ‘the Senate bill or nv bill,’ but 
that may and probably will come up.” 

Chairman Wilson also treated the caucus as 
designed for the purpose of giving and receiv- 
ing information and advice. He said he 
would make a full statement of recent diffi- 
culties in conference, and of certain misap- 
prehensions which had been given wide 
publicity. One of these misapprehensions 
which Mr. Wilson will clear up is as to the 
tender of free sugar and free coal 
by the Senate conferrees, and he will tell his 
colleagues that the tender was not made, or 
at least was made with the knowledge that it 
would assist in defeating the bill. Mr. Wil- 
son has not yet stated what line of action, if 
any, he would ask the caycus to take. He 
says tho House conferrees have not as yet de- 
cided among themselves that the time has 
come for the acceptance of the entire Senate 
bill. Whether he will leave the caucus to 
shape its views on this grave question or will 
ask its continued support in an aggressive 
poiicy has not been indicated by him to any 
of the mem bers, 

Cuckoos Will Follow Wilson. 


Representatives Warner, Tracey, and other 
administration men in the House said tonight 
that deference would begiven to the wishes of 
Mr, Wilson. They expressed certainty titat if 
he aseurned the leadership on any exact line 
of policy the House would stand behind him. 
It is accepted as certain, however, that the 


direct issue of *‘the Senate bill or no bill” 


will be precipitated at the caucus whether 
Mr. Wilson initiates it or not. Several 
members stated today their intention to 
present resolutions on this line sin the 
event that the tariff leaders did not do it. 
Representative Fithian of Lliinois says that 
while he will defer to the tariff before initiat- 
ing such a move he will introduce a resolu- 
tion, if no one else does, directing the confer- 
reese to get the best bill possible and report it. 
While this would not directly order the ac- 
ceptance of the Senate bill, it would be that 
billif it were the best possible one which 
could be reported at once. Messrs. Bynum, 
Springer, and. others, who sprung the first 


caucus, feel that the caucus will result 
in the acceptance of the Senate 
bill, and they have more advan- 
tages now than when the first caucus 
was held. In some quarters it was believed 


somne middie ground would be reached before > 
the caucus ended. Representative Straus of 
New York believes an acceptance of the Sen- 
ate tender of free sugar, with a provision for 
bounty for a year or more, would secure the 
votes of the Louisiana Senators and the Pop- 
ulists, and would be sufficient to pass the bill 
in the Senate; but Mr. Straus has*few sup- 
portersin the view. Whether Mr. Straus will 
suggest this to the caucus is not determined. 


SENATE CONFERREES DECIDEDLY SHY. 


They Keep Out of Sight of Their Brethren 
of the House. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Aug. 11.—The House 
tariff conferrees gathered promptly at 10 
o'clock this morning in the room of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Inter-State Commerce and 
remained there during the entire forenoon, 
but they waited in vain. for the Senate con- 
ferrees. They sent messengers to the 
Capitol for the Senators, but the 
search proved unavailing. None of the Sen- 
ate members of the conference were at the 
Capitol, or if they were they could not. be 
found. It was made very evident that the 
Senate conferrees had put themselves beyond 
call for the conference. Consequently there 
was Do meeting. 

It is known that Secretary Carlisle regards 
the proceedings with intense concern, and 
that he has exercised his strongest influence 
to bring about a compromise. His friends 
say he feels it would be disastrous to have 
Congress adjourn without enacting a 
tariff bill, because especially of the ef- 
fects such a failure would have upon the 
revenues of the country. Touching the parlia- 
mentary situation of the bill, it is held the 
House can at any time pase a _ resolution) re- 
ceding from its disagreement to the Senate 
amendments, and that that would pass the 
bill, no matter where the copy of the bill may 
be, asacopy could be made ‘and signed by 
the presiding officers of the House and Senate 
and sentto the President. (Other parliamen- 
ee it should be said, combat this asser- 

ion. 

The Président and his advisers have been 
today in frequent consultation over the situ- 
ation. The President and Secretaries Gresh- 
am and Carlisle held a conference and the 
Secretaries also consulted with Inter-State 
Commerce Commissioner William R. Mor- 
rison and Senator Mills, both of whom have 
been authors of the tariff bills, on the policy 
to be pursued. 

The names of Speaker Crisp and Chairman 


- Wilson were among the first signed to the call 


for the caucus. It is recalled that in his 
speech tothe recent caucus Speaker Crisp 
said when the matter was resolved into a 
choice between the Senate bill or no bill the 
conferrees would call upon their colleagues 
for advice. 

The meaning of the House caucus, as in- 
terpretei by those ina position to know, is 
that it is purposed to recede from the dis- 
agreements to the Senate amendments and to 
pass the bill. Influential members of the 
House think there are Democrats in both 
Houses that are anxious to defeat all tariff 
legislation, and that if, unaer any conditions, 
the bill should again be placed in the custody 
of the Senate it would be doubtful when it 
would emerge from that body, if ever. 

Representative Dockery seems to share in 
the general feeling of hope of the Democrats 
and said: ‘‘It 1s always darkest just before 
dawn. This was to be the darkest hour for 
tariff, but we hone it is the hour before dawn.”

HOPE HAS NOT FLED. 
OHIOAGO POSTOFFIOE BILL MAY YET 
PASS THE HOUSE. 


Speaker Crisp and the Rules Committee 
Likely to Grant Another Day for Con- 
Sideration of the Measure—Congress- 
men Interested in Building Bills Aid- 
ing the Illinois Representatives=<Com- 
monwealers Routed by Virginia Troops 
from Their Camp at Roslyn.

There is a glimmer of hope that Chicago may 
get a hearing after all this session of Con- 
gress in regard to its public building. Speak- 
er Crisp shows a favorable disposition toward 
the proposition to set aside next Tuesday for 
the consideration of public building bills, 
partially acted upon last Wednesday. It has 
been suggested that the Committee on Ruies 
shall bring in an order resuming the business 
of the House where it was left off Wedaesday, 
owing to a inilure of a quorum to be present. 
Should this afrangement be consummated 
Chicago would have the first call in 
the Committee of the Whole, and as 
soon as its buildimg bill could be dis- 
posed of the case of New York would be 
taken up. Inasmuch as the Speaker and 
Jhairman Bankhead have tacitly expressed 
themselves in favor of this suggestion, it is 
more than likely the Chicago public build- 
ing bill may find a place on the Senate cal- 
endar at this session of Congress. There isa 
disposition on the part of Representatives 
who have public building bilis pending to 
unite with the friends of Chicago in bringing 
about such a rule as indicated, it being pretty 
well understood by these gentlemen that in 
the event of the Chicago and the New York 
building bills being favorably reported the 
five measures adopted last Wednesday will 
likewise stand a good chance of running the 
gantiet of a quorum. 


* * 

Everything rests with Speaker Crisp and the 
Committee on Rules to right the injustice 
done Chicago last Wednesday, and the more 
sanguine of the Illinois delegation are hope- 
ful for a satisfactory outcome of the present 
unsettied condition of more than half a dozen 
cities where public buildings are necessities.

Representatives of Chicagoand New York have 
hac printed in tne record all the data 
and statistics up to date, and little if any time 
will be asked or needed for a protracted dis- 
cussion on the subject of these bills. Owing 
to the progress .nade by the House in this re- 
spectit has been suggested that if a vote can 
be reached in the House, inasmuch as Chica- 
go is first on the list, that there would: be a 
quorum and willing to accede to’ the desires 
of its Representatives that this bill should be 
put out of the way before the House adjourns, 
As soon as a vote is reached in Committee of 
the Whole the measure can be reported to the 
House and final action taken so far as that 
body is concerned before the quorum could 
vanish,

Herore measures have been resorted to by 
Gov. O’Ferrali of Virginia; and, in conse- 
quence, the soil of the Uld Dominion contig- 
uous to the Capita. of the Nation is no longer 
contaminated by the presence of armies of 
the commonweal. Dispossess proceedings 
were instituted at dawn today by members of 
the National Guard of Virginia, headed by 
Adjutant-Genera!l Anderson, there being two 
companies from Richmond and one company 
of infantry from Alexandria in the battalion 
which routed the commonwealers from Ross- 
lyr, where they had made their head- 
quarters on the Virginia bank of the 
Potomac River,in a swampy piece of land. 
Some of the more boastful of the common- 
wealers declared they would keep the militia 


their subsequent action proved the contrary. 
Just before the first streaks of dawn bright- 
ened in the East, Tuz Trrpune correspondent 
started down the road 
Cemetery. The conveyance had not pro- 
ceeded more than a quarter of a mile before 
it was stopped by two crosved and glistening 
bayonets presented by the pickets of 
the Virginia troops. No one was permitted 
to pass down the road under instructions from 
the commanding officer. It was noticed the 
military were fully equipped with slung 
blankets, canteens, and belts stuffed with 
cartridges, and as they marched up the road 
toward Rosslyn it was very suggestive of sim- 
ilar scenes in the same neighborhood a little 
over a quarter of acentury ago. After halt- 
ing his command the officer in charge formed 
a cordon around the camp of the common- 
wealers, and instructions were positive that 
no one should be permitted to pass the lines 
back into Virginia. 


* + 

Down in the marshy meadow the officers of 
the battalion were engaged in routing out 
the sleeping wealers by either kicking or 
striking them on the soles of their feet. As 
fast as a party of sleepers could be awakened 
they wete ordered to get across the aqueduct 
bridge, and under no circumstances dare to 
invade Virginia’s soil again. A _ brace of 
blue-coated Metropolitan policemen stood on 
this structure, but they made no efiorts to in- 
tercept the fugitives. When questioned on 
this point the policemen replied that they had 
received no orders about the wealers, except to 
prevent them from begging, and as longas they 
kept moving nothing would be done to them. 
It did not take long to rout the wealers from 
their camp and by the time the sun came up 
the last of them had fled before the militia, 
who had given them no time to recover from 
theif surprise. Over the bridge they swarmed 
in an effort to get away, and the Virginia 
troops were soon undisputed masters of the 
situation. The picket line was then sent back 
to the flats upon which the men had been en- 
camped, and ina few minutes flames were 
destroying everything that had been left be- 
hind. Sympathizing residents of George- 
town soon came to the scene with baskets 
laden with food-for: the dusty and hungry 
wealers. Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
McAdoo later in the. day gave permission for 
the men to encamp until ‘Tuesday on the old 
observatory grounds near the river front un- 
der a guard of police and marinesto see to 
the safety of government property. Between 
now and Monday the authorities will deter. 
mine what to do with the 400 or more wan- 
derers.

GIFTS OF ARID LANDS ARE TO BE MADE. 


Millions of Droughty Acres to Be Given 
Various States. 

Wasnrnartoy, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special.]— 
Irrigation of arid landsin the West formed the 
principal topic of discussion of the sundry civil 
appropriation bill 1n the House today and as 
a result of the information given by Congress- 
men from the regions most affected a motion 
was adopted to recede from the disagreement 
of the House to the Senate amendment on 
this subject. In the course of the debate, 
which lasted fully three hours, pertinent 
speecites were delivered by Representatives 
Bryan of Nebraska, Hepburn of Iowa, and 
other members of the Western coatingent in 
Congress. In the course of his remarks Mr. 
Bryan said: : 

This question of irrigation is one which is 
pressing itself upon our attention more and more 
every day. So long as we had a large quantity of 
public land which eould be cultivated without 
anysuch artificial aid our people did not pay 
much attention tothe question. They took up 
and cultivated the good iand, but now that land 
is nearly a!l taken upand we have on hand a 
large quantity of land which is absolutely worth- 
less unless water can be brought upon it by arti- 
ficial means. Of course we who livein the West 
are more closely reiated to this question than 
those who livein the East and South. It isa 
qtestion of growing importance in my own 
State. Last March an irrigaton convention 
was held in Omaha; about two weeks iater 
another was held in McCook, and quite 
recently another was held in O'Neill in our 
State. The people are becoming interested in 
the subject. They see what great improvement 
can be made in our arid land by the use of water 
brought upon it artificially, and they*know how 
useless it is to attempt to cultivate lands in the 
arid regions unless by such means. This propo- 
sition is to give tothe States for this purpose 
land which is absolytely worthless unless water 
is brought upon it artificially. for there is noth- 
ing that wecan conceive of that is more utterly use- 
less than a tract of arid land without water. Such 
land is absolutely useless for cultivation. There 
are millions of acres which, unless we can by 
some means bring water upon them, lie there as 
bare of vegetation as your hand. 


Experiments Are Necessary. 


Now this bill proposes to let the States take 
not exceeding 1,000,000 acres each of these 
lands upon condition that they provide for their 
irrigation. lam notsure whether irrigation by 
State authority is*going to settle this question or 
not. It is a matter about which we must experi- 
ment. But certainly no one will object to allow- 
ing these States to take these :ands, useless to us 
as a nation, and irrigate them, make them. val- 
uab]6, and then sell them to citizens who will es- 
tablish homes upon them. This amendment pro- 
vides these lands shall not be disposed of in 

reater quantities than 160 acres to one person. 

t provides that the lands shall only be given to 
the States when they have filed their maps and 
shown just how they are going to get water to ac- 
complish irrigation. It provides further that 
every dollar received from these lands by the 
States over and above the cost of irrigation shall 


“be held as a trust fund for further irrigation. It 


seems to me that no objection can be made to 
this preposition. 

I was surprised to findin reading a report ora 
speech of Maj. Powell that there are in Asia to- 
day 70,000,000 of people who are living on land 
irrigated by walls. And more than that number 
of people are living on land irrigated by the 
storage system—not to speak of those who have 
thetr homes upon land irrigated from living 
streams. I am sure that if the members of this 
House will take a littie time to investigate the 
subject of irrigation they will be glad to make 
this simple experiment in that direction. If it 
should prove a success—if the States to which 
these lands are to be ceded should be able of 
themselves to provide a sufficient system of irri- 
gation it will leave the control of this business 
nearer home than if the government should at- 
tempt to do the work itself. 


Earnestly Favors the Scheme. 


I for one anr anxious that this experiment 
shall be tried. I shall bid it godspeed, hoping 
the States themselves may able to attend to 
the business efficiently, and .that the aid of the 
General Government may not have to be called 
in. When we have made the experiment we may 
find this work of irrigation must be attempted 
on a larger seale than can be carried out by a 
single State. If the time should come when the 
General Government must take up this matter, 
then it will have to take it up as it takes up the 
improvement of the harbors and the great water- 
ways of the country. 

I seein this movement an idea which ‘is, I 
think, of great importance to the peop of our 
country. We see our cities crowded. The people 
crowded in those cities need some outiet, some 
means of making a living under more favorable 
conditions. Irrigation.gives us intensified, agri- 
culture. Itgivesus the opportunity to spread 
our city population over our prairies—not as the 
wople are spread out in cattle grazing districts, 
bat gathered together in villages where they can 


enjoy the advantages of both town 
and cowntry life. It seems to me that 
this measure gives a promise of great 


good to our country ; because the more homes we 
can establish, the more independent citizens we 
can put upon our lands, giving them encourige- 
ment in their industrious pursuits, the more 
stable is the government under which we live. 
l want this experiment to be tried; and I hope 
that it will prove a solution of this question. If 
it should prove aot to bea satisfactory solution 
we can study the causes of failure and discover, 
perhaps, some other means of accomplishing the 
result. But this questien is one of growing im- 
portance and must be met; and the plan here 
proposed is the simplest, it seems to me, that can 
be tried. , 
Hepburn Advises Caution, 

Mr. Hepburn, who followed Mr. Bryan, 
said: 
_ J am heartily in favor of the reclamation of 
these arid lands, but I am utterly opposed to the 
method that is proposed by the Senate amend- 
ment for the accomplishment of that pur s £8 
is proposed here to donate a strip of this arid 
territory about 100 miles long and twenty miles 
wide in each of thirteen States and allow these 
States to proceed to their selection. The grant 
is not a grantin placein bulk, but the selection 
may made wherever the States see proper. 
Now, it is a well-known fact that there is not a 
sufficiency of water in the arid regions to reclaim 
all of the lands, and p= under the provisions of 
this bill the practical! operation of it will be that 
the States owriing this grant will secure all of 
the available water for their reclamation 
and all of the lands for which there is 
available. water, and that the other and 
larger areas of the land robably, 
through the improper use of @ water 
or the wasteful and extravagant use of it, or to 
the unskillful manner in which it is supplied to 
the lands, will be and remain arid for all time to 
come. In my judgment the pruper method to be 
purstted in regard t» this matteris that the gov- 
ernment should take hold of the enterprise it- 


- self, make proper surveys, ascertain the quantity 


of available water and the pessibilities of utiliz- 
ing it, and then in a‘comprehensive scheme re- 
claim the largest possible number of acres that 
may be brought under such conditions as 
to be available for the husbandman’s use. 
I am utterly opposed to parceling out the 
land in this way. I believe no good will evercome 
of it. It will bea repetition of the old swam 
and overflowed land grant to the States, whic 
amounted practically to nothing in the way of 
reclamation. 1 know of one State to which 10,- 
000,000 acres of this swamp and overflowed land 
was granted on condition t it: would reclaim 
the lands, and yet under various acts of Congress 
passed from time to time they secured title to all 
of the lands without an attempt at the reclama- 
tion of av acre. And years afterwards the own- 
ers of these lands came to Congress, urging that 
through the scheme of Mississippi improvements, 
through the building of levees, the government 
shonld accomplish that purpose for which: the 
lands thirty years before had been granted to the 
various States. 

Now, I do not. want that kind of a bunko game 
to be played on the government again. I have 
n> hostility toa scheme for the reclamation of 
arid lands. I believe in all that the ° gentleman 
from Nebraska (Mr. Bryan) has said about the 
advisability and the necessity of doing this. But 
when done I want it to done properly, and 
that the largest possible number of acres shall be 
réciaimed with the available water. I want it 
done under some systematic plan to be deter- 
mined by scientific men after careful search for 
ro supply and other investigation of the sub- 
jec

KEEN SIGHT OF THE SEA GULL. 


Remarkable Yarn Spun by a New Bedford 
Captain. 

St. Louis Globe-Democrat: * Any one who 
has watched the guils and other fish-catching 
birds along our coast must have discovered 
how keen is their sight and how cunningly 
they discover a schoo! of fiah long before a fin 
has disturbed the surface of the water,” said 
Capt. E. M. Bates of New Bedford at the La- 
clede the other night. ‘‘ Oftentimes when at 
sea I have tested the visions of gulls that 
happened near my ship, to the great amuse- 
ment of the passengers. I remember one 
occasion when the ship was going along at a 
pretty rapid rate I noticed a number of gulls 
following closely in our wake, apparently on 
the watch for anything that might be thrown 
overboard. Going to the cabin I procured a 
small biscuit and returning to the deck pre- 
pared to show the passengers. the wonderful 
powers of vision possessed by these birds. 
Breaking the biscuit into small pieces, the 


largest of which was less than an 
inch square, I dropped it into the 
seething. waters just under the bow of 


the vessel, It was of the same color as 
the hissing foam into which it was dropped, 
and by which it was, of course, rapidly car- 
ried astern, Once dropped it was utterly in- 
visible to our eyes and we could only guess as 
to its whereabouts, but before it had fallen 
thirty yards astern a large gull detected it 
and with a headlong dart dipped into the 
foam and secured it. With equal dexterity 
the other bits were picked up, one by one, 
the gulls at last venturing so close to the ves- 
sel that they seemed to be watching our move- 
ments with their large, bright eyes.” 


STABBING IN THE EARLY MORNING, 


B. Joseph Roberts Stashed by B. W, Denees, 
a Tout. 

B. Joseph Roberts, a dentist, living at No.

Roberts’ wounds were many but not 
dangerous. Frankie Merrick said Denees had 
been annoying her with attentions that were 
distasteful, and that her aversion to him’ was 
the cause of the attack. Denees was charged 
with attempted murder.

The Greenwood Boulevard Station of the 
Northwestern is in the northeast corner of the 
track, and that will be convenient to sight- 
seers, who are expected to turn out in vast 
swarms. The country is advantageous to the 
sightseer. for any oné sittingin a vehicle at 
one side of the open can see ent across it— 
there is nothing in the way. The land is bet- 
ter fitted for spectacular purposes and for 
drilling than for the gaining of experience 
in maneuvering troops, for there 
are few points of vantage to be looked after.

No Sham Battle. 


After all that has been said and guessed 
about what Gen. Miles is going to do with his 
troops, there is no likelinood of any sham bat- 
tles—that .is, the soldiers will not be 
divided up into two bodies and _ set 
one against another.. The whole body 
will be kept together and moved against 
an imaginary enemy. Army men say sham 
battles are all very pretty to look upon, but 
for actual practice they are antiquated. The 
brigade will be set on the field and ordered to 
move againstan enemy posted in a certain 
position, so many strong. The troops will ad- 
vance in the most approved fashion—a cloud 
of cavalry skirmishers, an advance guard of 
the infantry, followed up by the main body, 
supporting probably the artillery, then the 
reserves. Perhaps the cavalry advance may 
be considered to have been repulsed and a 
stronger force may have to be thrown in. 

The various commanders will be set daily 
to wrestie with such battlefield problems as 
Gen. Miles may evolve for them. Of course, 
every movement will be made in accordance 
with all the circumstances of war: when a 
body of troops gets intu action there will be 
plenty of powder burned, which should much 
please the spectators. 

Even if there is no enemy in sight there will 
be plenty of vim and movement 1n the opera- 
tions; enough scampering of horsemen; 
crackling of Springfields, and roaring of field 
pieces to satisfy all the seekers after the spec- 
tacular. 

Besides these heavier operations the men 
will be schooled daily in battalion, regi- 
mental, and brigade drill, and put 
through all the evolutions laid down 
tactics. It is a very rare 
occasion when a full regiment of the little 
army gets together in a place suitable for ex- 
teuded regimental evolutions, and the assem. 
bling of a whole brigade is a genuine nov- 
elty. Gen. Miles has now at his command 
just about engugb organizations of the three 
arms of the service to make a skeleton 
brigade. This was too good an opportunity 
to school officers and men in large operations 
to be lost. 


Men Have Feared Heat. 


Most of the men have looked upon the pros- 
pect with somewhat of tertor. It was feared 
the August heat, the drought, and the dust 
would play havoc with horses and men and 
give the hospital corps more than its fair 
share of practical work.

SMALLPOX OAMP AT MILWAUKEE. 


Patients Will Be Treated in Tentse—Many 
New Cases Expected. 

Mitwavxege, Wis., Aug. 11.—[Special:}|— 
The most stringent measures wili be taken 
next week to stamp out the smallpox con- 
tagion in this city. A house to house inspec- 
tion by the health officers will be made, and 
all persons infected or who have come in con- 
tact with the infection will be quarantined. 
Tents are to be put up to relieve the isolation 
hospital, and there will be a smallpox camp 
in the northern part of the city. Health of- 
ficers will be stationed at the depots and all 
suspected persons entering or attempting to 
leave the city will be examined and will not 
be permitted to mingle among the people or 
leavs the city until they are furnished with a 
clean bill by the Health Department. The 
adoption of these ineasures to stamp out the 
smallpox was the result of a conference which 
was held between the local Health Depurt- 
ment, the State Board of Health, and Secre- 
tary Hewitt of the State Board of Health of 
Minnesota. The Northern ‘section of the 
State has brought strung pressure to 
bear to have the State Board of Health 
declare a quarantine against this city is 
the State at large, but after making a careful 


investigation of the state of the disease and of . 


what the Heaith Department is doing to stamp 
it out it was agreed that for the present at 
least there should be no general quarantine. 

At a meeting tonight Dr. Hewitt of the 
Minnesota State Board of Health stated that 
if the local Health Department would estab- 
lish a smallpox camp where each pa- 
tient could be treated in a_ separate 
tent, and if a house-to-house in- 
spection was made and people who were 
infected were prevented from leaving ‘the 
city, there was no need ofa quarantine and 
the disease could be stamped out in six weeks. 
Dr. Kempster, the Health Commissioner, and 
Mayor Koch agreed that the camp should pe 
established at once. 

The railroad officials have agreed to co- 
operate with the health officers and to prevent 
people who are infected or who are suspected 
of being infected from leaving the city. The 
State Board of Health is afraid the people in 
this city who feel that they are being perse- 
cuted because they are compelled to go to the 
isolation hospital when stricken with the 
disease will try and seek a refuge among their 


friends in the country throughout the State 


and the Northwest. Consequently a circular 
will be sent to all health officers in the State 
to exercise a close watch on all trains and 
prevent the spread of the disease in this man- 
ner. 

At the meeting tonight Dr. Kempster said 
he expected a great increase in the number of 
cases in this city within the next ten days, 
on account of the mobs which have assein- 
bled during the 
infected district. These mobs had run 
through rooms where the dead bodies of vic- 
tims lay and there could be no telling how the 
contagion had spread. as under the circum- 
stances it was impossible to exercise any con- 
trol over it. The doctor said the new tack,

Lockwood ef Elberon, N. J.,a relative at 
whose house she has been stopping since her 
release from the asylum; Capt. A. M. Weth- 
erill of Company A, Sixth Infantry, U.S. A., 
her brother-in-law; Frank J. Sprage, John T. 
Montgomery, and Alfred Bishob n, who 
has been managing her business. All of 
these declared that Mrs. Ayer has entirely re- 
covered from her mental troubles and that

She charged 
that he had taken this stock as 
collateral for his loan and retained it after the 
$50,000 had been-repaid him. But she made 
other charges which were even more star- 
tling. James M. Seymour, she said, had tried 
to poison her, and when she went to Europe 
in 1888 Blanche Willis Howard,the authoreass, 
the governess of Mrs. Ayer’s younger child, 
Margaret, and Dr. Teufel, who afterwards be- 
came Miss Howard’s husband, were the paid 
agents who undertook to put her out of the 
way. The Seymours alleged \that Mrs. 
Ayer had been for ypers addicted to 
the use of alcchol, even  aswallow- 
ing toilet waters and cologne when she 
could not get liquor, and these 
practices had unsettled her mind, The courts 
sustained Mrs. Ayerin her action. Although 


the Seymours took forcible possession of the 


company’s offices in Park place Mrs. Ayer 
finally ousted them by legal means: 
Immediateiy following these sensational 
actions came an application to the Chicago 
courts from Herbert C. Ayer, the divorced 
husband, who asked that Mrs. Ayer be re- 
moved from the guardianship of their younger 
daughter, Margaret. The young woman was 
in Stuttgart then with Miss Howard asa chap 
eron and tutor. A compromise was finally 
effected, and Mr. Ayer withdrew his applica- 
tion.

PECULIAR ENGLISH YACHTING. 


The Vigilant Jockeyed by Oppesing Sail- 
ing Masters in Races. 

New York, Aug. 11.—[Special. ]— Maughan 
Carter. who crossed the Atlantic in the . At- 
lanta with Howard Gould, returned today in 
the Paris from Southampton. 
was aboard the Vigilant during the races in 
Scotch and Irish waters and saw enough to 
convince him that the Vigilant is better than 
the Britannia in anything except a light 
breeze in inland waters. He said that when 
the Vigilant left this side Mr. Gould had no 
intention of racing herin any waters except 
open courses. The defeats Vigilant met with, 

r. Carter said, affected Mr. Gould deeply, 
and he would have withdrawn Vigilant from 
races over inside courses had not certain 
newspapers charged that he was “ funking.”’ 
Seeing this he determined to keepon. ‘“ The 
system of jockeying employed by the British 
sailing masters,’ said Mr. Carter, “‘ seems to 
be popular abroad and it is fully permitted. 
No advantage over another yacht is allowed 
to pass, and they tried it on Sees time and 
again. On one occasion the Prince’s yacht 
tried to force us into a steamboat, leaving us 
the alternative of running down either the 
steamboat or Britannia. We had to choose the 
latter and when we hauled up Britannia 
steered away, narrowly avoiding a disastrous 
collision. The change in Vigilant’t sail plan 
isa decided advantage, while the small 
amount of sail aloft she cut away did not 
mean any loss of speed.”’ 

Mr. Carter wished to deny that the first 
races were lost in a regard for royal feelings 
or a desire to curry favor with the nobility. 
Every race was sailed on its merits, he said.

TELLS OF THEOSOPHY 


OONSTANOE, COUNTESS OF WAOHT- 
MEISTER, LEOTURES ON H. P. B. 


The Friend of the Leader of the Calt Gives 
Many Personal Recollections and Tells 
ef the Doctrines of the Society~Was 
with the Leader at an Important Mo- 
ment=Followers Greet Her with En- 
thusiasm and Applaud Her Remarks=— 
To Promote Theosophical Philosophy. 

Constance, Countess Wachtmeister of Swe- 
den, arrived in Chicago from Milwaukee 
yesterday. She went at once to Theosophical 
heddquarters in the Atheneum Building and 
afterward to the home of Mrs. Darling at the 
Isabella Hotel, Sixty-first street and Oglesby 
avenue. In the evening she delivered a lect- 
ure at the rooms of the Theosophical Society 
on ** Mme. Blavatsky and the Adepts.”” This 
evening she is to speak at All Souls’ Church, 
Langley avenue and Oakwood boulevard, 
taking theosophy for her theme. Tomorrow 
night, at Isabella Hall at Woodlawn, she will 
discuss the differences between hypnotism 
and magnetism. 

Countess Wachtmeister ranks next to Mrs, 
Anna Besant as an exponent of theosophy, 
and her visit to Chicago has been eagerly 
looked forward to by local students of the 
cult. This is her first visit to this country. 
and in her own words she is “ lecturing to 
promote the best interests of the theosophi- 
cal philosophy.” She was an attendant at 
the recent national meeting of theosophists 
at San Francisco, and, after lecturing across 
the country, in the fall will join Mrs. Besant 
in a visit to the Mahatmas in the almost im 
passable regions of Tibet and on the Hima- 
layas. 

Mohatina is the Hindu word meaning “a 
man of great soul.’’ There are various grades 
of them recognized by the believers in Karma 
and the doctrine of reincarnation. The high- 
est known are those who are said to have so 
expanded their consciousness that they have 
attained to omniscience so far as the affairs 
of the solar system are concerned. The reason 
that the mahamas do not introduce them. 
selves to the public is said to be’ because they 


neither ask nor desire recognition or -praise,. 


preferring to work in silence. The argument 
is that it is no more to the pur- 
pose of the mahatmas to display them- 
selves than it would be for astronomers 
to leave their observatories in the mountains 
and take up quarters in smoky Chicago. 
Literally the Karma of Theosophy means ac- 
tion, but in Eastern metaphysics action is 
always associated with the idea of reavtion, 
so Karma means action and the results of 
action—cause and effect. 

Countess Wachmeister first met Mme. Bla- 
vatsky at the home of A. P. Sinnett in Lon- 
donin 1884, and was almost instantly ac- 
cepted as a friend and companion. They were 
all but inseparable companions until the time 
of the death of the great mystic. She pro- 
fesses not to be specially interested in the sub- 
ject of the proposed establishment of a new 
theosophical headquarters in the interior of 
India. 

The Countess’ lecture at the Athenzwum at- 
tracted an overflowing audience and the fre- 
quent outburst of applause attested the fine 
appreciation of her development of the doc- 
trine of theosophy in their relation to Mme, 
Blavatsky, who, among theosophists, by her 
own request, is known as “H. P. B.”” One 
passage ir her lecture, depicting an incident 
in the Madam’s life, was as follows: 

As I have a@iready remarked, H.P. B. was ac- 
customed to read her Russian newspapers at 
night after retiring, and it was rarely t she 
extinguished her lamp before midnight. There 
was a screen between my bed and this lamp, but, 
nevertheless, its powerful rays, reflected from 
ceiling and walls, often disturbed my rest. One 
night this lamp was burning after the clock had 
struck 1. could not sleep, and as I heard by 
H. P. B.’s regular breathing that she slepr, I rose, 
gently walked round to the lamp, and 
turned it out. There was alwaysa dim light per- 
vading the bedroom, which camefrom a nigtt- 
light burning in the study, the door between that 
room and the bedroom being kept open. I had 
extinguished the lamp, and was going back, when 
it flamed up again, apd the room was brightly il- 
luminated. I thought to myself—what a strange 
lamp.4 suppose tbe spring does not act, so I put 
my hand again on the spring, and watched until 
every vestige of flame was extinct, and, even 
then held down the spring for a minute. 

Then | released it and stood for a moment 
longer watching, when, to my surprise, the flame 
reappeared and the lamp was burning as bright- 
ly as ever. This puzzled me considerably, and I 
determined to stand there by that lamp and put 
it out all through the night, if necessary, until I 
discovered the why an& wherefore of its eccen- 
tricities. For the third time I pressed the spring 
and turned it down until the lamp was quite 
out, and then released it. watching eagerly to 
see what would take piace. For the third time 
the lamp burned up, and this time I saw a brown 
hand slowly and gently turning the knob of the 
lamp. Familiar as 1 was with the action of 
astral forces and astral entities on the 
physical plane, I had no difficulty in com- 
ing to the conclusion that it was the hand 
of a chela, and, surmising that there was some 
reason why the lamp should remain alight, I re- 
turned to my couch. Buta spirit of perversity 
and geo dwelt within me that night. 
wanted to know more, so I called out, * Mme. 
Biavatsky!"’ then, louder, **Mme. Blavatsky !"’ 
and again, “Mme. Blavatsky!’ Suddenly I 
heard an answering cry—** O, my heart! my heart! 
Countess, you have nearly killed me;” and then 
again, **My heart! my heart!’ I flew to H. P. 
B.’s bedside. “I was with Master,”’ she mur- 
mured, ‘‘why did you call me back?” I was 
thoroughly alarmed, for her heart fluttered under 
my hand witb wild palpitation. 

gave her adose of digitalis, and sat beside 
heruntil the symptoms had abated and she had 
become calmer. Then she told me how Col. Ol- 
cott had once nearly killed her in the same way 
by calling her back suddenly when her astral 
form was absent from her body. She made me 
omapeow that | would never try ae Nap ree with 
er again, and this promise I readily gave out of 
the fullness of my grief and contrition for having 
caused her such suffering.

Club from Piayfag on the Sabbath 


Not Made Permanent Because of In= 


sufficiency of} Affidavits=The Cou 
Kolds an “ Ip formation and Belief 
Bill” Cannot: | Stand — Complainants 
Given Leave tq Amend Their Sill. 


Judge Horton yeaterday dissolved a tem- 
porary injunction preventing the Chicago 
league club from playing ball Sunday. In- 
sufficiency of affidavits caused the court’s ac- 
tion. The action of the court was taken with- 
out prejudice to the complainants, and _ their 
attorney was given leave toamend his bill. 
The suit will be heard on its merits next week. 
The motion to dissolve was supported by two 
contentions: that the bill was made on “ in- 
formation and belief,’’ and not on knowledge, 
and that it was presented to a Master in 
Chancery before being filed in court, con- 
trary to the rules in force. , 

Judge Hortoh, in dissolving the injunction, 
said: ** An injunction granted on an ‘infor- 
mation and belief’ bill cannot stand. There 
are two Appellate Court decisions to that ef- 
fect, and I have so ruled repeatedly. I will 
not stop the game tomorrow if there is one, 
and complainants can amend their bills.”’ 

The injunction was issued Friaay by Judge 
Horton on indorsement of a Master in Chan- 
cery. The bili was filed by Alexander Rodg- 
ers and a dozen other West Side residents. 
They declared that the games had become a 


nuisance on account of the crowds and noise. + 


‘* The chief feature of these injunction pro- 
ceedings,”’ said President Hart of the Chica- 
go club as he left Judge Horton’s court-room, 
‘* is, in my opinion, the sublime mendacity— 
the utter disregard for truth—shown by the 
petitioners. Most of the alleged neighboring 
property-holders whose names are signed to 
the bill do not even live near the park, and 
must have ears of marvelous power to hear 
the noise on Sunday. Again, they allege 
that there are a numberof saloons in the 
neighborhood to which our patrons resort be- 
fore and after the game. The saloons near 
the grounds do no business, and, as can easily 
be proved, have closed their doors 
for iack of patronage. As to dis- 
orderly and brawling crowds I will only 
say that there has never been an arrest made 
on the grounds nor occasion presented to 
make one. The chimax of the petitioners’ 
trickery, however, came last night, when, 
after promising ov lawyer that‘there should — 
be no proceedings .until this morning, their 
attorney slipped out to Judge Horton’s house 
and procured the injunction. Judge Horton 
is a Sabbatarian himself, but such underhand- 
ed work does not go with him, and he stepped 
hard upon them this morning as a conse- 
quence.”’ 

An amusing incident of the case was the 
loudly expressed wish of the chief Sabbata- 
rian representative for a speedy disposal of 
the case because he had to go on a fishing 
excursion Sunday.’

STATEMENT FROM PULLMAN COMPANY..

John 8. Runnells, the Corporation's Attor- 

pmey, Says There'll Be a Fight. 
- George M, Pullman received the first news 
of the filing of the petition yesterday through 
the general coungel of the Pullman company, 
John $. Runnellsjon whom notice of the filing 
of the petition was served about noon. Mr. 
Pullman was at lgncheon at the Chicago club, 
All the afternoon!Mr. Pullman and Mr, Rur- 
nells ;were closeted together. Noone at the 
Pullman Building would admit any knowl. 
edge pf their whéreabouts. At the Pullman 
residence it wag said Mr. Pullman was at 
the general offi¢es down-town. At the gen- 
eral pflices. the) officials said he had gone 
home shortly after noon. At the Chicago 
ciub the servants said he had luncheon there, 
but left soon after. 

Mr.: Runnelis appeared at the Pullman 
Building about 7 o'clock. He said he ‘had 
been with Mr. Pallman gli the afternoon and 
had been hard at work preparing a statement 
for the press. Whenasked if Mr. Puliman 
would see a reporter he said the President of 
the company would like to be excused. In 
fact, he had said ‘positively he would see no 
one @nd it was useless to try. 

When asked for Mr, Pullman’s views Mr. 
Runfeils said: 

** Phe statement prepared by me presents 
Mr, Fullman’s views. He went over the mat- 
ter very carefully with me and it contains 
everything he Wishes tosay about the case. 
Mr. Pullman cannot be seen by anybody to- 
night.’ It isa physical impossibility. He is 
worn out with fatigue. He could give you 
nothing further on the subject. He is totally 
worn out. I say this with all sincerity and 
honesty.”” Asto himself Mr. Runnelle said 
he had embodied everything in his statement 
that was of importance. 


Will Fight It Out, . 


“To sum it all up,” he said, ‘* we believe we 
are right and we will go ahead. When the 
Puliman company wasincorporated, fourteen 
years ago, the best legai talent in the country 
was employed in making the plans for the 
future. These plans have been strictly ad- 
hered to. We intend to fight this attack to 
theend. However, if it be proved that the 
Pulhman company isin the wrongin any or 
all the points charged we starid ready to make 
such reparation as is in our power.”’ 

“Do youthink there is any political sig- 
nificance in the filing of this petition?”’ 

‘*T have no reason for thinking so. It does 
seem strange, however, that all the conditions 
respecting the ownership of land, which the 
Attcrney-General alleges constitutes a usurpa- 
tion of corporate rights, have existed for four- 
teen years and that no action should have been 
taken until now; in other words, that it should 
now forthe first time be discovered that the 
company is gay of wrong doing.”’ 

‘+ Is there much other property in Chicago 
owned by corporations under the same condi- 
tions as the ownership of the Pullman Build- 
ing which 1s reterred to in the Attorney-Gen- 
erhl’s petition?” 

‘* There are many other buildings, I am ad- 
vised, which are held under preeirely similar 
conditions as ours. Thut isto say, they have 
been erected by companies authorized to doa 
certain kind of business and are partially 
used for the trandaction of that business and 
the surplus space in the buildings not required 
for the special business of the owners is rented 
to the people engaged in other business, like 


the surplus space in ours.”’ 
Text of the Statement. 


Following is the statement prepared for 
publication by Mr. Runnells: 

The petition served upon me today by the At- 
torney-General, with notice that he would apply 
to the court for leave upon the facts therein set 
out to file an iAformation in a quo warranto pro- 
ceeding. charges the Pullman company with the 
usurpation of power in acquiri and holding a 

reater amount of real estate than it is author- 
ized to do, and with putting a part of it to cor- 
tain ses unwarranted by its charter. 1 cannot 
but think this charge is based upon a misappre, 
hension both of. the jaw and the facts. 

"In 1880 the Pullman company undertook the 
establishment of a large inanufacturing plant for 
the construction of its cars, and cars for the gen- 
eral use of railway companies, at a point at that 
time some miles distant from the city. The piace 
selected was what is the location of the present 
town of Pullman. That region at that time was 
ractically an unoccupied waste. Thirty-five 
undred men were employed for two years in the 
preparation of the site, the erection of the works, 
and, what was necessarily an incident thereto, 
the erection of homes for workingmen. 
volved, of course, the setting 
of iand for _ streets. It 
wise the constrnction of 
and churches, and everything necessary to render 
it suitable for the existence of a large body of 
workmen and their families. Such was the iso- 
lation of the place that the workmen engaged in 
construction were transported back and forth 
from Chicago daring the entire time the town 
was built. Granted that the idea which 
suggested the construction. of the plant did not 
involve a violation of the law, it would seem to 
follow as a necessary incident that whatever 
might be essential to the educational, moral, and 
physical well-being of the people to be employed 
there would not be frowned upon by the laws of 
the State. The question of homes for the em- 
ployés was a vital one, and in considering it the 
management 6f the company acted upon the 
theory that the best conditions of living, sani- 
tary and otherwise, would so act and react as to 
yield better results in the character of the opera- 
tives themse!ves as citizens, and in the quality of 
their product as workmen, in which capacity 
they constitute the most important factor in a

It should be kept in mind that this proceeding 
can cause no direct loss to the shcreholders of 
the company. If by possibility it holds property 
which the Supreme Court may say it was not 
authorized to hold, the only result would be that 
the investment must be changed, or such proper- 
ty must be in one form or another distributed to 
shareholders of the company. Inno result of 
any such proceeding wou!d there be any loss of 
property. 

Will Make a Thorough Test. 


_ Itshould also be clearly understood that there 
is not involved inthis proceeding any charge of 
failure in any way whatever on the part of the 
management of the Pullman company to act in 
fact for the best interests of the public. The 
claim made by the Attorney-General is that it is 
an nag | illegal for an {ilinois business cor- 
pocenen aving thousands » f employés in one 
ocality to give them and their families an as- 
sured opportunity to live out of the immediate 
contact of disreputable houses, and on the other 
band to have at their service the best 
elements of civilization, and not least of 
all to enjoy a*public cleanliness and order not 
approached in any other manufacturing com- 
munity in the United States. The Pullman com- 
pany proposes, now that such questions have been 
raised, to test them thoroughiy, and if it shall be 
considered by the highest tribunal of the State 
that any of its present investments should be 
changed or distributed to its stockholders, sim- 
ply to make such enange or distribution, and to 
operate its sleeping cars as heretofore, and to 
build cars for sale in surroundings influenced for 
good by the company so far as it can, but neces- 
sarily, only so far as the court shall consider to 
be within its lawful power. 

It is not to be overlooked, and can hardly fait 
to engage attention, that all these matters which 
are the subject of| the present attack have ex- 
isted for many yeats and have been very public, 
and the coincidence cannot fail to be remarked 
that all at once, after so long a period, the 
present juncture of time and circumstances 
should be selected for an attack of this character 
upon this company. 

It shouid be remembered that the enterprise 
which is now assailed by the action of the iaw 
officer of the State is not a new anterprise and 
does not rest upon any new conditions. For four- 
teen years it has beeh carried on with the same 
ownership of land, with the same conditions as 
to houses, churches, streets, and schoolhouses as 
itis today. Its position in all these regards has 
been a matter of general observation anda mat- 
ter of practicaliy universal comment. In the 
same good faith in‘which it was originally un- 
dertaken it has been prosecuted in all these years 
and is being prosecuted now. If there has been 
any violation of the law does it not seem strange 
that, with ali this light of publicity thrown upon 
it, violation should not have been discovered 
until now? 


TRUMBULL TALKS OF.FORFEITURES. 


He Cites the Law and Tells Results of 
Judgements. 

Ex-United States Senator Lyman Trumbull 
eaid last night in connection with the Pull- 
man quo warranto proceedings: “If the 
charges as set forth by the! Attorney- 
General are correctly reporteii in the 
newspapers and the Pullman company 
has been guilty of the acts charged, 
I should think it had usurped powers not war- 
ranted by law, and that its charter was for- 
feitable. Any codéperation which usurps and 
exceeds powers not granted by its charter 
is lable to have its charter forfeited by a quo 
warranto proceeding. The judgment in such 
a case is not necessarily, however, a forfeiture 
of charter. It may be the imposition of a 
fine. This fine may be in any sum not ex- 
ceeding $25,000 for each and every offense. 
Chapter 112, revised statutes, pertuinig to 
quo warranto proceedings, reads: 

‘**Instead of judgement of ouster from a fran- 
chise for an abuse thereof, unless the court is of 
the opinion that the public good demands judg- 
ment of ouster from a franchise for an abuse 
thereof, the court may fine the corporation found 
guiity in any sum not exceeding $25,000 for each 
offense. 

‘*As to the powers of the Pullman com- 
pany,’ concluded ex-Judge Trumbull, “I 
am not advised and hence do not know 
whether , it has usurped powers not 
conferred upon it by its charter. 
I understand that it may purchase 
and hold such real estate as is necessary for 
the transaction of its business, but it would 
be exceedingly difficult to define the com- 
pany’s exact limitations without a thorough 
knowledge of all the points involved.”’ 


MOLONEY TALKS ABOUT HIS ACTION. 


He Says for a Long Time He Has Been 
Working on the Case. 

West Bapzen Sprinas, Ind., Aug. 11.— 
[Special.]—The action of Attorney-General 
Moloney against the Pullman company is, he 
says, something decided on weeks ago. He 
arrived here this evening. 

‘*] suppose my assistant has filed the peti- 
tion for a quo warranto,’’ he said, “although 
I have heard nothing from him, iI 
left Chicago at 8 o'clock this morning. 
It was arranged yesterday that he should do 


** Was the determination to attack the Pull- 
man company’s right to its franchises a sud- 
den one?’ , 

** By no means. I began to look into the 
facts months ago. In June last-I had fin- 
ished my investigation and made it clear that 
the company had forgotten apparently all 
about the original powers it had received from 
the State and had gone on creating powers of 
its own, until at the time I began looking 
into it it was difficult to say where the 
original Pullman company was to be found.”’ 

The Pullman strike began in May. The 
Attorney-General was asked whether that 
fact in any way influenced him in making the 
investigation. 

**No; I intended to examine the company. 
Several of my intimate friends knew that 
when the strike began and the whole City 
ot Chicago and its interests were plunged into 
a seething caldron of excitement I decided to 
withhold the filmg of the petition.”’ 

‘** Did any of the strikers call on you?” 

‘*No; not one,”’ 

The Attorney-General then proceeded to ex- 
plain in detail how the Pullman company had 
managed to come under the ban of the law. 


What the Company Uas Done. 


“ The company,” he said, ** was chartered 
in 1867 by a special act of the Legislature to 
engage in the manufacture of railroad cars. 
That is the substance of the act. It empow- 
ered a plain manufacturing company and not 
a particularly large one to begin business. 
What has the Pullman company done? it 
has acguired over 500 acres of land at Pull- 
man and Grand Crossing. On parts of that 
land it has obuilt ite shops, also 
fifty acres of houses, tenements 
and flats, which it rents for profit. Its charter 
gives it no such right. In addition to this it 
has covered fifteen acres of the land with 
arcades and stores and rented to various peo- 
ple, includ the Hopkins concern, all for 
profit. I fail to find that it has been accord. 
ed any right to do thie by the State. The 
company has built churches to rent, gas 
works, water works for profit, and police sta. 
tions, which it rents to the city. It 
has ai big building $down-town, 
which it occupies only a 
part; the rest is rented. 
rents power to other companies and 1 am in- 
formed is interested in the stock of others. 
The Pullman company, in short, has become 
a municipal corporation in itself and is ex. 
ercising all the privileges and powers of a 
city government, Neither George M. Pull- 
man nor Debs nor anybody sine tae any right 
to do that. 

** The hearing on the petition for leave to 
file a quo warranto I expect will be heard a 
week from next Wednesday. It is my inten- 
tion to press ue case with all possible speed 
so as to enable it to be taken to the 
Supreme Court for the October term, so as to

Deposes His Managing Editor, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 11.—{Special.|— 
Editor Morss, before returning to his Consul- 
General's office at Paris, deposed Managing 
Editor Benjamin A. Eaton of the Indianapolis 
Sentinel and promoted C, G. Stewart. Mr. Eaton 
wrote the scathing editorial on Pullman which 
provoked loud cries of ‘Anarchist’’ from other 
papers. Mr. Morss said: “1 do not countenance 
anarchy, and I believe lam about ali there is of 
the Sentinel. The Sentinel, while it does not 
favor lawlessness, believes in giving workingmen 
their rights and tainks, moreover, the law is as 
frequentiy violated by corporations and the like 
as itis by the laboring classes. It is not afraid 
to say so, either."’ 


OLD MEN GO TO WORK AT PULLMAN. 


Company Says It Is Getting All the Skilled - 


Hands It Needs. 

An addition of 150 men was made yester- 
day to the working force at the Pullman 
shops. Among the men returning to work are 
many Swedes, who are skilled workmen. This 
makes the first serious break in the ranks of 


the strikers. The company officials expect to 
ship cars next week, A few days more and all 
the places in the shops will be filled, 

General Manager Wickes said yesterday: 
‘*The strike seems to be at an end. When the 
men quit work at 1:15 p. m. today there were 
over 1,600 workmen in the shops. There are 
many good, experienced men at work in all 
departments. Every department except the 
street car and freight car shops has started 
up. We could not use over 2,000 men at 
most. This leaves but 400 positions yet to 
be filled.’’ } 

Mr. Wickes said he was not authorized to 
make any statement covering the report that 
evictions would soon commence in the cases 
of strikers still occupying houses intended 
for workmen. He l!eft the impression, how- 
ever that some decided move would be made 
in the near future. 

Justice Hoglund yesterday gave twenty- 
eight former employés of Nelson Morris & 
Co. at the Union Stock-Yards judgments for 
wages in sums ranging from $5 to $25 each. 
The men signed a contract that 
compels them to leave a certain 
per cent of their wages on deposit 
and if they leave the company’s employ with- 
out giving two weeks’ notice they forfeit the 
umount, The mén quit,.work during the rail- 
road strike. Justice Hoglund held that under 
the circumstances of the strike it was impos- 
sible to give two weeks’. notice and that the 
contract could not legally deprive them of 
money they had earned. 

News was received at the Stock-Yards yes- 
terday that the packing-house employés at St. 
Louis, who struck to help the butchers at Chi- 
cago, had applied for work and that the strike 
was declared off, The report had the effect 
of inducing several of the Chicago strikers to 
apply for work, 

The Switching association discharged a 


‘number of men who were hired during the 


strike, and made places for former employés 
who left work when the stride was ordered. 
The new men, it is said, smash the engines 
and block the tracks with the trains that they 
are not able to move on scheduié time. Re- 
ceipts yesterday were: Cattle, 1,500; hogs, 
18,000; sheep, 1,500, 


Doctors and Their Carving Knives. 


This new disease of “appendicitis,” the doc- 
tors claim, is the result of a foreign substance 
lodging in the vermiform appendix—an unde- 
veloped intestine which branches off from the 
lower bowels. The “vermiform’”’ has an inlet 
but no outlet, and the foreign substance may 
only be removed, so the doctors say, by open- 
ifg the lower abdomen and cutting the useless 
organ out. This sounds very plausible; almost 
as plausible as the old theory of “ bleeding.’’ 
But it is illogical. If “appendicitis” 1s so 
dangerous now it must have been dangerous 
through all the ages. And yet it is only within 
the last few years that the knife has been 
used atall in such cases, and only within the 
last few months that the knife has become an 
epidemic. The “stomach ache”’ is as old as 
man: itisnow no new thing. Men have had it 
and have been doubied up for days at atime 
and by the application of simple, rational reme- 
dies have survived. It was not until the disease 
took the name of ‘‘ appendicitis,”” and not until 
surgeons began rippitig men up like pigs, that 
“ stomach-ache’’ became fatal. 

This “ appeadicitis ’’ business should stop. The 
doctors must have a fad—that goes without say- 
ing. But the present fad is tooserious. Some 
years ago they had a certain kidney dis- 
ease and later. *‘ heart failaure.”’ Neither of thos 
was particularly hard on the public. 
velopments came at the st-mortem and, aside 
from the bulletins with which the public was af- 
flicted, no great harm was done. But this vivi- 
section business under the name of “ appendici- 
tis’ costs more than it comes to. Old-fashioned 
calomel pills were bad enough, but the modern 
carving-knife is worse.—Kansas City Star. 


Woman Suffrage Statistics, 

The English woman suffrage statistics are in 
as wellas those this side the sea. The total 
number of signatures received to the woman's 
suffrage appeal is 248,674. Of these, 50,913 are 
from Scotland, 6,830 from Ireland, 51,136 from 
London, the remainder being distributed 
throughout England and Wales. The signatures 
include the heads of nearly all the-colleges for 
women, and of a large proportion of the head 
mistresses of high and other public schools for 
girls, and of women serving on the boards of 
guardians and school boards. The leading wom- 
enin the medical profession have signed, and a 
number of the most eminent in literature and 
art, besides many of wide social influence and 
leading workers in the many movements for the 
general well-being.

the men assembled it was thought by many it 
would result in aecepting the company’s 
terms, that of resuming work without being 
recognized as an organization, but it turned 
out differently, The committee that Manager 
Daizell will not recognize comprises 
President Fred Knowles; John Free- 
man, a German; Frank Emmett, an 
Italian; Anton Janooski, a Lithuanian; 
and Emile Bourland, a Frenchman. This 
committee today at the meeting reported that 
certain miners had’ accused them of being 
false to the trust placed in them by the 
miners and handed’ in their resignations, but 
with a howl from over a thousand throats 
they were rejected, and a motion unanimous- 
ly carried that work be not resumed until the 
company recognized the union and its com- 
mittee. Twenty company men started to 
work this morning. The majority of them 
hail from Peru and they were roundly de- 
nounced. Aneffort will be made no doubt 
to stop them, ’ but trouble is not 
feared, as it jis thought they will 
yield without much gument. The coal 
companies at La Salle; Peru, Ladd, Seaton- 
ville, and Laceyville haye’ recognized the 
union, and consequently the men have all 
gone to work, Aneffort willsoon be made 
in these towns to raise money to support the 
Spring Valley miners in their fight for the 
recognition of thefr.union. Thereis talk pf 
sending a committee to M. H. Taylor, Pres- 
ident of the company. The business-men are 
much incensed at the company’s refusal to 
treat with or recdégnize a committee trom 
the miners’ union, and in all likelihood they 
will send a committee of ,their own to Mr.

ITALIANS ARE CROWDED ODT. 


Streator Mine-Owners Refuse to Employ 
“ These Rictous Strikers, ; 
Morais, Ill., Aug.»11.—The Italians of the 


‘Grundy County coalfields, who have been en- 


dangering life and property ever since the 
strike began, now find themselves in a heip- 
less predicament; After having been com- 
pletely cowed last week by the Sheriff and his 
men, who had orders’ to shoot, they felt 
they had played their last card and con- 
prom to give wo further résistance to the 
existing order of things. The Star Coal 
company of Streator had announced 


that it would open its mines at Carbon Hili 


and the English speaking workers, feeling 
that it meant business, had gone to work. Ihe 
threatening a‘titude of the foreigners did not 
scare them, and when the Italians finally gave 
up the fight and applied for work ‘the Star 
Coal company refused to employ them, It 
dawned upon their. minds Saturday that an 
agent of the company in West Virginia was 
about to ship 300 negroes to Carbon Hill to 
occupy houses that the company had pur- 
chased for the purpose in neighboring towns 
and they at once applied to the business-men 
of this city to intervene in their behalf. They 
were given the cold shoulder, as every one 
favored the company’s move to clean out the 
lawless element, and now 200 Italians will 
have to seek work elsewhére. The negroes 
are expected daily. No. 2 mine is to be 
worked entirely by the imported men. 


STRIKERS ARE CJMPLETELY COWED. 


Militia at South Omaha Has Little to Do 
but Keep Watch, 

Omana, Neb,, Aug. 11.—[Special.]—No 
show of intimidating the employés of the pack- 
ing-houses was mude at South Omaha this 
morning and the militia had but little to do 
except patrol the streets.

CAUSE OF OARLOTTA’S INSANITY. 


The Ex-Empress of Mexico the Victim of 
a Subtle Poison. 

Dallas letter in St. Louis Globe-Democrat: 
Every one has heard of the unhappy fate of 
poor Carlotta, sister of the King of the Bel. 
gians and widow of the ill-starred Maximil- 
ian, Eimperor of Mexico. In an isolated re- 
treat in the mountains of Austria, old age is 
slowly coming upon her, but the shadow that 
for three decades has clouded her mind will 
never be lifted. The true cause of the insan- 
ity that struck her to earth just as the im- 

erial dreams of her husband ended in death 

as until the present moment been 
known only toa few persons. A most sur- 
prising and dramatic story, it is sure to excite 
the interest of two worlds.. Let me tell it as 
it was told to me the other evening by Gen. 
Rudolfo Gunner, Commander of Maximilian’s 
Palace Guards, during his brief and troubled 
reign as Emperor of Mexico, and now a resi- 
dentof this city. Gen. Gunner and Maxi- 
milian were friends from boyhood. They 
entered the navui academy at Venice to- 
gether in 1850. Later Gunner became at- 
tached to the suite of his royal friend, and 
when Maximilian was made Emperor of 
Mexico Gen. Gunner came with him to the 
Western world. 7 

Gen. Gunner speaks with reluctance of the 
great events in which he was an actor, but in 
nest to Carlotta he gave the following 
acts: 

‘* The Empress,” said he, ** was not driven 
insane by the clouds of adversity that were 
rapidly lowering upon her husband. Pas. 
sionately devoted to Maximilian, she was 
filled with such great Christian resignation 
that she could face death without flinching. 
No, it was not trouble that drove her insane; 
it was compe She was poisoned by an old 
Indian hag who had been hanging around the 
palace begging alms. 

** The heart of the Empress went out to the 
poor, and they were always with her. The 
performance of works of mercy she regarded 
as her first duty, and it kept her almost con- 
stantly employed. Nearly all of her immense 
income was given to the poor, Bishop Rami- 
rez was her almoner, but she also dispensed 
charity with her own hand. Beggars besieged 
her at the summer palace at Chapuitepec and 
at the winter palace in the City of Mexico. 
Begging is a dignified profession in Mexico, 
and beggars there address one another as 
* your worship.’ 

“*It was by coming in contact with these 
beggars that thd opportunity for poisoning 
the Empress was offered, and the devilish In- 
dian hag gave her the decoction of talavatchi, 
a poison the Indians of Mexico are most skill. 
ful in applying, and whichis more dreadful 
in its effects than anything in the sinister 
pharmacopeia of the Medicis, 

“Given with skill, it kills the mind and 
leaves the body to live on unimpaired. In 
large quantities it produces hallucinations, 
followed by unconsciousness and death. 
talavatchi given the Empress was judged toa 
nicety. It wrecked her mind, but left her 
body healthy. 

‘“*The Emperor himself told me _ that 
Carlotta had been poisoned. She had been 
acting strengely for days, and the Emperor 
must have been told of her condition by the 
court physicians, for he went about the pal- 
ace looking the picture of despair. One even- 
ing while receiving instructions from him I 
observed : 

*** Your Majesty is not looking well.’ 

*-How can I?’ he replied, and the words 
trembled on his lips. ‘The Empress has 
been poisoned.’ 

**Asin nearly all cases of poisoning by 
talavatchi, the mind of the Empress me 
a blank to all but one channel of thought. 
Outside of flowers the world to her does not 
exist. The love of home, country, and friends 
passed away after the draft of the old Indian 
witch’s decoction, and left her mind a wreck. 

“That this case of talavatchi poisoning 
may not seem incredible,’’ Gen. Gunner went 
on, “I will tell you what I know of it. The 
administration of it formed one of the sci- 
ences of the ancient Aztecs. Their descend- 
ants, who are the peons of Mexico, have pre- 
served the knowledge, and in their hands :

insane, or an epiletic, or both.”’

Chicago Visited by a Cool Spell, Accom- 
panied by Some Pleasant Rain. 

The maximum temperature in Chicago and 
New York yesterday was 80°. The same de- 
greee of heat prevailed in Washington, while 
in St. Louis the mercury registered 100°. 
The day in Chicago began cool, the tempera- 
ture beg 62°, the ninimum for theday.

Lonpox, Aug. 11.—The seizure of the Island 
of Getsubito by the Russians is regarded in 
diplomatic. circles asa practical declaration 
on the part of the Czar that he proposes to dip 
deeply and profitably into the Corean trouble. 


'” His agents have induced the Queen of Corea 


to ask Russian protection. These same Rus- 
sian agents have practically divided the great 
families of, Corea ‘into two feudal factions 
and are playing off one against the other. 
Intelligence from St. Petersburg .isto the 
effect that Russian naval und‘ military actuivi- 
ty is at its height. While China and Japan 
are fighting over the Corean bone the pros- 
pects now are that Russia will step in and 
ecize it. 
| Meanwhile missionaries and foreigners of 
all sorts are in peril. The foreigners who re- 
main in thé disturbed Asiatic seaports do so 
at the risk of their lives. The reaction against 
‘Baropean and American intrusion and influ- 
ence has reached the pitch of fanaticism. 
*Even natives who are thought to be in sym- 
pathy with foreigners, either commercially or 
through change of religion, are not safe. The 
riots already reported from various quarters, 
particularily in China, will, it is feared, cul- 
minate in a wholesale massacre. 

The fact that France and Russia are work- 
mg in harmony regarding the Corean compli- 
cation is looked upon as extremely signitfi- 
cant. . Their union of purpose places them in‘ 
opposition to the policy outlined and agreed 
upoa by the other great powers of Europe. 


Bayard Off on a Junket. 


The departure of Secretary Bayard today 
on a yachting cruise through the Mediter- 
ranean, ‘as the guest of Sir John Pender, has 
created considerable comment, particularly 
as international affairs at this time are in a 
“touch and go” sort of a condition. The 
truth of the niatter is, however, that Mr. 
Bayard’s health is very poor. He leaves Mr. 
Roosevelt in charge of the  legation, 
and will receive constant advices 
from him at the various Mediterranean 
ports, at which the yacht “will tuuch. The 
papers, by the way. are getting a good deal 
of amusement ott of the refusal of an Ameri- 
can Judge to allow $30,000 a year for the 
proper bringing up of Mr. Roosevelt’s two 
children. This sum, the able editors all 
agree, is larger than that .ever expendod in 
the education of the scions of the royal fam- 
lly.. Some even are disagreeable enough to 
suggest that at least a part of: the allowanve 
might have been diverted from the direct 
purpose for which it was ostensibly intended 
and that its use would have brought no addi- 
tional intelligence to the budding brains of 
the boy and girl who were to have been its 
ostensible beneficiaries, — 


Peanut Meala Failure, 


Recent experiments by the German Gov- 
ernment authorities with regard to the use of 
peanut méalin the German army and navy 
have not resulted in the adoption of thie kind 
of food. During the experimental utilization 
no immediate health-injuring symptoms were 
noticed. The troops did, however, show an 
unconquerable dislike to the food prepared 
from peanut flour or grits. Its frequent use 
is not considered healthful or nourishing. 
The triais that were made in the navy were 
also unsatisfactory. No further experiments 
will be made, and ll idea of adopting the 
food has been definitely abandoned. 


British Coal Trade. 

The present condition of the British coal 
trade can only be described as anomalous. 
The Scotch strike is in full swing. South of 
the border matters are progressing in a etyle 
that can hardly be termed prosperous. The 
Owners in Yorkshire who are working thick 


seams are able to give their employés five | 


days’ time, and coal is now being forwarded 
to Hull from 176 pits. The smaller collieries, 
_ where the seams are thinner and the expenses 
are greater, have either closed down or are 
running at a loss. How great the competi- 
tion is may be shown by the fact that the 
Northeastern, railroad company has placed 
its contract for steam coal for the next six 
months .at 8 shillings 9 pence a_ ton. 
This is a slightly larger figure than 
that which. prevailed last year, but it 
is very low considering the disadvantages 
under which the mine-owners now doing bus- 
iness are enabled to keep their men at work.

Excavating on the Roman Wall. 


Some important excavations have lately 
been commenced on the line of the Rowan 
wailin Cumberland, under the supcrintend- 
ence of Prof. Pelham, Mr. Haverfieid, and 
other Oxford archeologists, acting in conjunc- 
tion with the locul antiquarian society. The 
first object of the excavators has been to ex. 
plore the Vallum and to trace the connection 
between ‘it eand the wall, and sections have 
been made accordingly at various places be- 
tween Carlisle and the Castlesteads.. At 
Brunstock Park, about three miles east from 
Carlisle, trenches were dag from the north 
side of the wall to the south of the Vallum, 
this being the first time such complete trench- 
es have ever been dug.- The foundations of the 
wall were discovered, and close behind it the 
appearance of a paved footway. A few paces 
farther south the diggers came upon the Ro- 
man road, which ran close behind the wall. 
The road was made with large stones in the 
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center and on the curb, a clay basis, and a 
packing of freestone and clay. f 
Popularity of the Pyrences. 

The watering places of the Pyrenees seem 
to become more and more popular every 
year. The Thermal season at Bareges has 
just opened. A considerable number of 
visitors have already arrived, the great heat 
which has prevailed in the south of France of 
late having compelled the inhabitants of the 
large towns to seek the refreshing breezes of 
the Pyrenees, the Valley of the Baston form- 
ing the base of atruly delicious country. 
Visitors make daily excursions to St. Sauveur, 
Gavarnie, the Pic du Midi, the Col de 
Tourmalet. Not only are these excursions 
delightful, but tne scenery is magnificent: 

Poverty in German Cities. 


In Berlin, as well as in other German cities, 
an insufficiency of tenements of a character 
appropriate to their station in life forces a 
great many of the poor and people of small 
means to rent tenements out of all propor- 
tions to their incomes, which rent they seek 
to make up by letting rooms or beds to sub- 
tenunts and night lodgers, and when the latter 
fail to pay the regular tenants find themselves 
obliged to useali their savings and even to 
dispose of portions of their furnitufe to pay 
the rent. In this way a good many German 
families get so reduced in circumstances that 
they become objects of public support. Some 
effort has been made by benevolent organiza- 
tions to provide better dwelling houses for 


the workimg viesses, but not much success has 


been met with. 
Danger of the Plague. 


The British soldier’s courage is tried in 
many ways, but I should fancy nothing tries 
the moral courage of any man more than 
facing death in the shape of cholera, small- 
pox, or the plague, which has lately been 
raging in Hongkong. The Shropshire Light 
Infantry, now stationed there, have lost one 
officer (Capt. Vesey), and nine of the men are 
down with the plague, but hopes are enter- 
tained of their recovery, although about 
100 of the Chinese population § are 
dying daily. The worst part of the work of 
disinfecting and cleaning the filthy houses 
falls to the lot of the men of the Schropshire 
regiment, who¢ are constantly at work in the 
town with washtubs and tar buckets: They 
have also to assist in clearing away the débria 
from houses in which perhaps all the occu- 
pants have died. Surely a bloody, hard- 
fought engagemeat in the open country would 
be preferable to such grewsome work.

Beruiyn, Aug. 11,—Cholera is slowly but 
steadily spreading westward. The disease 
has obtained a foothold in nineteen Russian 
provinces, where deaths by hundreds are re- 
corded daily. Cholera exists in seventeen 
districts of Galicia, and scores of deaths from 
the disease take place every day in 
that section. In East Pruasia, especially 
in Dantzic, the situation grows worse in spite 
of the closing of the frontier at Golub on the 
River Drewenz, opposite Dobrozyn, Poland, 
According to official report cholera bacilli 
have been found floating in the River Vistula 
and a number of fatal cases are also privately 
reported from Holm and Golub. The rest of 
Germany appears to be free from cholera, 


although a few sporadic cases have occurred 


here and there. 
Cruisers to Be Sent East. 

Two strongly-armed new cruisers, Cormoa. 
rant and Condor, now in reserve at Kiel, will 
be sent to Eastern Asia. The gunboats Iitis 
and Wolf are already in Chinese waters, and 
with the three cruisers sent to the far East 
last week and the Cormorant atid Condor 
Germany will have a total force of seven ships 
and about 1,000 men in the vicinity of Corea.

REST FOR STUDENTS. 
UNIVERSITY OF OHIOAGO’S PLAN 
* POR VAOATIONS OF SIX WEEKS 


Boys Are Now Coming and Going=Prest- 


dent Harper’s Theory That the Students 
Should Concentrate All Their Time on 
Some Chosen Subject, Rather than Pur- 
sue Several Lines=The President Will 
Close His Chautauqua Work Soon= 
News of the Professors. 

Every incoming train bears some student 
about to enter the University of Chicago or 
else returning from a vacation of six weeks. 
This spectacle of students leaving and arriv- 
ing at the end of each six weeks is an unusual 
one to the college man familiar with courses 
extending through a year. It is, however, 
Presideht Harper's theory that students 
should concentrate all their time on some 
chosen subject rather than pursue several 
lines for one or two hours a week throughout 
a half year or year. N 

The tiexibility of President Harper’s system 
is thoroughly appreciated by the students. 
Many a man has been put back a year in his 
-college wurk because of two or three months’ 
sickness. At the University of Chicago, how- 
ever, he would only lose the time while 
absent, and could return after a break of six 
weeks or a quarter and take up the thread of 
his etudies where it has been left off. 

President Harper will return from Chau- 
taugqua co Wednesday, and with him will 
come quite a number of students to take 
work with bhimin Hebrew. Early this week 
he ends his Chautauqua work and for the rest 
of the year will devote all his time to the 
university. 

P-of. Salisbury will leave with his class to- 
morrow for Devil’s Leke, Wis. Devil’s Lake 
is regarded by Prof. Salisbury as particularly 
favorable for study. There are five or six 
distinct formations there, and the traces of 
the glaciers that covered that region are nu- 
merous. 

Prof. Jerome H. Rayniond, who was re- 
cently appointed secretary of classwork in 
the university extension division, is planning 
to organize Saturday and evening classes in 
the suburbs of Chicago.

Will Be Tarned to the Trustees’ Threat 
Begin Summary Proceedings=Some 

the Contractors Now Take the Ground 

hat They Were Deceived, as the Pro- 

> files on Which They Made Bids Were 


re is good reason to believe the drainage 
canal contractors, who are threatened by the 
Drainage Board with summary proceedings 
: they proceed-at once to complete their 
cts, at whatever loss to themselves, 
refuse to do so and defy the board to do 
its ‘worst. Mr. Kenefick of Streeter & Kene- 
fick, contractors for Section E, who were 
~erpved with the ten days’ notice to resume 
work, said yesterday they had done nothing 
about it and his manner indicated they never 
gould, He and Capt. Owens of Ricker, Lee 
& Co.,contractors for Section F, who were in 
company at the time, expressed themselves as 
satisfied their legal position was invulnerable. 
few days ago Capt. Owens’ position was 

his contract was void because both his 

firm and the Drainage Board had been mis- 
taken as to the material his section contained. 
‘Yesterday, encouraged somewhat by the open 
jetter of Harvey. B. Hurd, he took higher 
ground, and seemed to think he could not be 
held to his contraet because the board had 
misied him. His profile and classification, 
‘pe said, were represented as approximate 
when they were not approximate but contra- 
dictory. He said the board knew the borings 
had taken one day in some places and four 
days in another, indicating the hardness of 
the material, but did not so informa the con- 
tractors. Finally, he said, a full description 
of the intractable material had been printed 
jn a book called “* The Drainage Channel and 
Waterway,” published under the auspices of 


the board. 
Warning of Nondescript Material. 

This reference to G. P. Brown’s book in- 
solves something of a story. It. is true it 
gives in chapter 17 an ample warning of 
the nondescript material which has caused 

- Streeter & Kenefick and Ricker, Lee & Co. 
so many sleepless nights. The chapter treats 
of the deepening of the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal, which runs close by the side of the 
drainage canal and through the same geolog- 
ical formation. The subject is introduced 
with an account of a tnovement for a grand 
ship canal 160 feet wide and along the same 
route which sprung up in 1863. Two civil 
engineers, named William 8S. Gooding and 
John B. Preston, were employed to report on 
the churacter of the work to be done and the 
probable cost, which they did. 

This report contained the following passage: 

The first eight and one-half miles from the Chi- 
cago River the material to be excavated is a com- 
pact, allof which can be easily excavated by 
machinery. For the next ten and one-fourth, 
miles the excavation will be of a much more dif- 
ficult character, for though mostiw in earth a. 
considerable_portion of it is cemented clay, inter- 
mixed with small stone or gravel. It is beiieved, 
however, that the greater part of it can be exca- 
vated by machinery. 

But this project soon failed and was suc- 

ed by a movement among the citizens of 
hicago for deepening the Illinois and Michi- 
-gau Canal from two feet above datum to six 
feet below datum, as originally projected: in 
1887. This was designed for the improve- 
ment of the Chicago River, and the Drainage 
Board book contains the following account of 
it: 

The agitation for an improvement of the Chi- 
c River resuited in the act of the Legislature 
of Feb. 16, 1865, providing for the completion of 
the [llinois and Michigan Canal on the plan 
adopted by the State in 1836. Contracts for the 
deepening of the canal across the Summit were 
awarded in September, 1865. Fox, Howard & 
Walker were allotted Secs. 1 to 44 inclusive, 
terminating near the Sag, at 33 cents per cubic 
yard for earth excavation and $2 for rock. Secs. 
45 to 64 inclusive, approximately from the Sag 

to Lockport, were awarded to Sanger, Stcele 

&Co., being rock exciusively, at $1.64 per 

cubic ya Both firms appear to have been un- 
able to execute their contracts at the prices 
agreed upon, and _ there were repeated 
and prolonged delays. the second 
year Fox, Howard & agreed to 

y $50,000, the amount of their bond, 
{released from their contract. Among their 
other difficulties they had encountered the ce- 
mented clay to which Engineers Gooding and 

Preston referred in their report tothe Commit- 

tee on Statistics and which detied the prevailing 
methods of excavation. Their offer was not ac- 
cepted, but the centractors finally abandoned 
work on Secs. 17 to 37. New bids were received for 
tly work on these sections Dec. 3, 1866, the 
specifications reading ‘‘for all excavation except 
mbodied rock”’ and ‘‘for embodied rock.” 
hese new bids ranged from 50 cents to $1.50 
for the work under the former classifications and 
from $2 to $3.50 underthe latter. They were 
considered too high and none were accepted. 

March 4, 1867, the contracts with Sanger, Steele 

& Uo. were declared forfeited and two days later 

the ‘perme of those held by Fox, Howard & 
jalker, 


Test with Dredging Machines. 


For the purpose of making a test, the Board of 
Pubiic Works employed oue of the dredging ma- 
chines belonging tu the contractors until pew 
bids were opened May 1, 1867, covering the - 
entire Summitdivision. The offers ranged from 


23 cents tq $2 for all excavation. except em-¢ 
bodied rock, and from $1.70 to $4 for embodied 
rock. Again, no contracts were awarded. But 


Aug. 17, when bids were received a fourth time 
on sections 1 to 16, inclusive, sections 1 to 13 
were awarded to Fox, Howard & Waiker at 55 
*eents,and sections 14 to 16 to Hirsch & Haroun 
atthe same price. There were six subsequent 
lettings on the remaining sections, at each of 
which the prices crept up to higher notches. 

here were several forfeitures of contracts, 


but the Board of Public Works virtually 
admitted that the work could not be 
done at the prices accepted by allowing 


Fox, Howard & Waiker 90° cents a yard during 
one of the intervals. When all the contracts 
were finally let the prices ranged from 55 cents 
to $1.50 for earth excavation and $1.85 to $4.50 


earth prices and 12% to 175 per cent in the rock 
prices. : 

_ By the terms of the original contracts the work 
of saepening was to have been completed in 
1868, but the trustees of the canal consented to 
an extension of the time fer three years. The 
records of the Board of Public Works are fiiled 
with urgent demands upon the contractors and 
with threats of annuiling contracts. .Fox, How- 
ard & Walker and some of the other contractors 
were ordered saverai times to provide more and 
better machinery. The former was once directed 
to procure powerful steam dredges, one of which 


must be of the strongest construction. ‘It 
may found,” the order added, “that 
no which can be built’ will 


successfully excavate the hard material on por- 
tions of Secs. 40 and 41 and on some of the other 
sections between the Summit and the Sag.’’ The 
total amount expended for construction from the 
beginning of the canal, in 1836, until the deepen- 
was compieted, in 1871, was as follows:

DUMP THE DIRT IN A WRONG PLAOE. 


Because the Lake Is Rough a Tug Is Said 
to Have Violated Law. 

The lake was a little rough yesterday morn- 
ing and the lighthouse keeper says the Cap- 
tain of the tug Commodore Jack Barry 
stopped at the entrance of the lighthouse slip 
and caused the load of its tow of scows to be 
dumped in forbidden water. The Barry is 
under command of Capt. Semple and is tow- 
ing scows laden with drainage canal dirt un- 
der the direct charge of the. Fitz-Simons-Con- 
nell company and indirectly for the Illinois 
Dredging company, of which the former con- 
cern.is a member. At the Michigen street 
office of the Fitz-Simons-Connell company it 
was tacitly admitted yesterday afternoon that 
some of the tow load of the Barry was dumped 
where it ought not to have been. The reason 
given was the rough water outside, the ex- 
planation being coupled with the statement 
that if the load was not dumped the time of 
the scows would be lost to the company, 
though why this was a valid excuse for 
using the water at the lighthouse 
pier for a dumping ground did not 
appear. The greater portion of the dirt 
from the drainage cana: is being dumped 
at the foot of Chicago avenue, where the land 
recently in controversy is being made rapid- 
ly. Capt. Marshal!, the United States engi- 
neer, investigated a charge some weeks agu 
to the effect that the drainage canal dirt was 
not dumped in the proper piace. The charge 
was disproved. A city inspectoris supposed 
to accompany each tow load, and if dirt 
dumping is dove in unlawful places it must 
necessarily be with his coliusion. Capt. Mar- 
shall is out of town. The action of the Cap- 
tain of the Barry will be called to his atten- 
tion on his return. 


GERMANS DRINK OF ROYAL WINE. 


Members of the “Schwaben Verein”

Four and twenty Germans assembled in 
Morgan’s United States bonded warehouse, 
Pacific avenue and Taylor street, yesterday 
afternvon.

It was brought from the royal cellars at 
Stuttgart by the *‘Schwaben Verein,”’ to be 
drank at the annual harvest feast to be given 
at Ogden’s Grove Aug. 19 and 20 by the or- 
ganization. The holding of this feast is a 
custom brought over from the fatherland, 
where it has been in vogue for centuries.

At that time 
the members sent to Stuttgart to get some of 
the wine of their native land. The King of 
Wurtemburg was so pleased to think the 
members of the society had not forgotten the 
land of their birth that he made them a pres- 
ent of two casks from the royal cellars. Since 
that time the Chicago Schwaben Verein has 
purchased the wine for its annual feast from 
those royai cellars.

DASHES OF OLD-FASHIONED AOTIV- 
ITY PLEASANTLY IN EVIDENOE. 


Speculative Spirit Long Repressed May at 
Any Time Mreak Its Fetters—People 
Interested in Industrial Stocks Greatly 
Encouraged by the Chance That the 
McKinley Law May Remain in Force= 
Prosperous Condition of the Lead Trust 
«Better Interest Rates Promised. 

New York, Aug. 11.—{Special.]—Two or 
three days this week Wall street has had 
eomething like old-fashioned activity. But 
the movements have been spasmodic and 
poorly sustained. What has happened, how- 
ever, has clearly shown that the long sleep of 
the speculative spirit may at almost any mo- 
ment be broken. The kiting performances of 
corn have made it plain that only the encour- 
agement of facts is required to give all the 
speculative markets a quickening. So far the 
granger stocks have not reflected the dam- 
age done to grain in any substantial way. 
Two or three of the Western shares have 
weakened, but for the most part the liveliness 
in the grain market has exerted a chronic ef- 
fect upon the stock market quotations, and 
even those roads which must suffer most 
through the curtailment of harvests have ad- 
vanced conspicuously. 

Wall street stili waits on Washington. The 
wrangles of our statesmen over the tariff 
holds everything in check. General business 
stays stagnant. No merchattor manufactur- 
er Gare take any new risk or enter uponany new 
enterprise. Naturally Wali street is dominated 
by this unfortunate condition. Every business- 
man one meets is in the dumps, and ‘he is ex- 
ceptional who tries to conceal his unhappi- 
ness. Up to the time the stock market closed 
today Wall street was persuaded that the tar- 
iff bill now under consideration is doomed— 
and that there is small prospect-of the pagsage 
of any bill of any kind. 

Encouraging to Indastrial Stocks. 

In view of the expectation that Mr. Cleve- 
land and his enemies are going to maintain 
their fight and thus keep the McKinley law in 
effect there has developed a strong sentiment 
in the street encouraging to people who are 
interested in the industrial stocks. With two 
exceptions all the industrial companies whose 
securities are listed on the stock exchange 
will be large gainers by the continuance of 
the present tariff. The sugar crowd certainly 
are quite content to see the Wilson bill and 


its various amendments disposed of. In 
the event of no new 0ODill the sugar 
trust will be able to continue its 


big dividends It is always dangerous to 
try to guess the stock market schemes of the 
sugar trust. but it would seem to be as sure 
as anything can be that the petering out of the 
tariff tinkering game at Washington will be 
quickly followed bya smart advance in the 
price of sugar certificates. There is a sus- 
picion in the street that sugar insiders have 
been peddling out their stocks. There are, 
however, no evidences of any such perform- 
ance. It is not unnatural that Wali street 
should be suspicious, though, in view of the 
dynamitic record of the Havemeyer coterie. 
The speculators in sugar have never 
been treated candidly. ‘Those people have 
made most money in the stock who have 
uniformly coppered the tips: of insiders. 
The present developments of the notion that 
the insiders are willing to see the price of 
sugar stock go down—that indeed they are 
themselves selling out on the quiet—may be 
fouad, after all> to be only a ciever piece of 
finesse upon the part of those insiders them- 
selves. if they can but.create an extensively 
short interest in the stock they will be able to 
make material capital out of whatever may 
come to pass down at Washington, for so 
tangled is the public asto what this, that, or 
the other ‘‘schedule’’ may mean that a 
claim set up for the trust can be made to do 
duty. : 
Would Benefit Lead, Too. 


Along with sugar there will be big ad- 
vantages in the continuance of the McKinley 
bill for the lead trust. The lead company has 
not been wasting any of its time down at 
Washington. Its managers have been attend- 
ing to its own business in a business-like way. 
Just as soon asthe Wilson bill was matured 
the lead people promptly began to adjust 
their trade to meet the requirements of that 
bill, and for along time they have been 
operating their property jon a basis which—so 
it is stated ofucially—enabiles them to make 
handsome profits. Of course, however, these 
profits will be much larger if the McKinley 
bill continues to be the law. The lead com- 
pany, in addition to having on hand upwards 
of $7,000,000 of cash assets, is appearing 
in Wall street as one of the biggest local 
lenders of money. It is known to be a lender 
through Wall street banks and trust com- 
panies of at least $2,000,000. (Facts like 
these—officially stated—are encouraging in- 
vestinent, 

It is also probable that the securities of the 
Cordage company will come in for the short 
advance. Insiders are. however, apparentiy 
inclined to have their Wall street representa- 
tives go slow, though directors of the com- 
pany are willing to be quoted as predicting 
that the price of their common stock will 
double in value before New Yeagr’s. Similar 
talk comes from the friends of other indus- 
trial com panies. 


Tendency Toward Better Interest Rates. 


In fact, if Wall street is to have any activity 
at all, it seems to be certain that it will come 
quickest and surest In the industrial stocks, 
There is a distinct tendency in the money 
market towards better interest rates. All the 
big lenders are putting up their time rate fig- 
ures. Six months money, which was pressed 
upon borrowers a fortnight ago at 3 per cent, 
isnow commanding 4, and eight months 
money has advaneed considerably, with even 
a fraction better. Not only are rates 
going up, but the amount of money 
offered decreases. Yes there is no perceptible 
increase in borrowing demands from business 
quarters. The banks are basing their ad- 
vancing rates upon expected calls from the 
West and South on account of the harvesting 
of cotton and grain, and in banking circles it 
is freely declared that Wall street will soon 
learn that the gold export movement, which 
was so suddenly checked, has been checked 
only temporari.y. 

Much ado has been made during the week 
over Atchison affairs. President Reinhart’s 
resignation is attended by sensational! attacks 
upon him and his methods. It seems 
be fashionable on all sides to 
j this man, who has been 
put own colleagues upon the 
defensive, When finally the truth is fully 
told it will probably be found that some of 
his colleagues and most of his predecessors 
have been a good deal guiltier than Mr. Rein- 
hart. Meanwhile, there are some other raii- 
road companies whose managers show great 
wisdom in being quiet as to all this Atchison 
business. It would be distressing in the ex- 
treme if | the Atchison example of turning 
over books tuan expert should become epi- 
demic.

Relic of Slavery Daya. 

**In Cumberland County, Tenn., there are five 
negroes who are jist as much slaves as they were 
before'the war,’ said Clarence F. Bunn of St 
Paul, Minn. “I stumbled across them early last 
week while icrossing a secluded section of the 
county. The plantation on which they live is 
run on a smaller scale but on exactly the same 


principle as it was forty years ago. The 
five negroes live in the slave quarters just 
as about thirty colored men did in the 
‘good old times.’ Not one of the five 


ever receives a cent in wages. They are per- 
fectly aware they are free, but they have a kind 
of philosophical appreciation of the fact that 
they were not cut out originally for financiers. 
From time to 4ime one or more of them has wan- 
dered from the fold. only to come back half 
naked and half starved, The men are quite con- 
tent, and theif grumbling is clearly chronic 
rather than the regult of any special desire for a 
change. Thesquire fs now a very old man, but 
he orders his unpaid help around with all the 
vim and energy of a youth. and the alacrity with 
which he 1s oDdeyed seems to indicate to a visitor 
that disobedience involves prompt treatment and 
unpleasant consequences. The plantation alto- 
gether presents a strikingly entertaining repro- 
duction of the South before the war, and to judge 
from the appearance of the buildings and out- 
buildings scarcely a dollar has been spent in re- 
airs since the issuing of Lincoln's famous proc- 
amation.’’—Globe-Democrat.

THE TARIFF FACTION FIGHT. NEARING 
A CLIMAX. 

It was the belief of the Washington corre- 

spondents Friday night that the House Demo- 

crats were so scared over the prospect of no

‘tariff iegisiation that they were ready to con- 


cur in all the Senate amendments even though 
the bill was still in the hands of the conferrees, 
and then at the next session pass bills for free 
sugar, coal, and iron ore, which the Senate 
would table promptly. The Democratic Rep- 


resentatives seemed to feel that it would be | 


suicide for them to go home to their constitu- 
ents with nothing done. Therefore they were 
ready to desert Mr, Cleveland and knuckle 
down to Havemeyer and his man Gorman. 
Speaker Crisp and Chairman Wilson were 
the firat men yesterday to put their names to 
a call for a House caucus to be held at 10 
o’clock Monday morning. This is strong 
confirmation of the reports that the House 
cannot stand the pressure any longer and is 
There can be no object 
in. holding the caucus except to rescind the 
action taken by the last one and tell the House 
eonferrees that they’ need not stand out any 
longer. This will be a humiliating retreat, 


but it is the’best thing the House can do for 


the Deinocratic party. For whowill have any 
respect for a great political organization 
which, when it has control of every branch of 
the government, cannot carry out even in 
part the policy to which it owes the power it 
holds? 

It looks now as if the fate of the tariff bil! 
would be settled in a day ortwo. Senator 
Hill’s regolution instructing the conferrees to 
‘report progress,” which it is his intention 
to follow up with a motion for the indefinite 
postponement of the bill, was taken up yés- 
terday and discussed; but before a vote was 
reached a motion was made to go into execu- 
tive session. It carried; but only by the cast- 
ing vote of the Vice-President, who showed 
thereby that he is with Mr. Cleveland rather 
than with Mr. Gorman. By getting this ugly 
resolution of Hill’s out of the way a day’s 
time was gained and the Democrats will 
spend Sunday in trying to save the life of 
their tariff bill instead of in churchgoing ana 
Bible reading. 

While there are abundant signs that the 
House is scared there are no indications that 
Mr. Cleveland has weakened in the least in his 
determination to get free coal and free iron 
ore. Noone suggests that he has given his 
consent to the House passing the Senate bill. 
If it does so it will be because it breaks away 
from him. It is intimated by some of the 
Cleveland men that if the Senate should post- 
pone the tariff bill indefinitely and Congress 
should adjourn he would call a special session 
at once. Very probably he would for thesake 
of the government’s revenues as well as of the 
party’s pledges, But if the frightened Wii- 
sonites in the House should pages the Senate 
bill on Monday, or before Hill can kill it in 
the Senate, Mr. Cleveland would probably 
sign it, though some think he would veto it. 

The present state of tension among the dis- 
tracted Democrats cannot last much longer. 
During this coming week the Democrats must 
make up the record for the fall campaign, 
They must either pass the Senate bill and go 
before the people as the slaves of the sugar 
trust, or pass no bill and be mocked at for 
their impotent attempts at legistation. 
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OUR DISHONEST SCAVENGER SERVICE. . 


Several weeks ago it was reported that the 
Superintendent of Street and Alley Cleaning 
in this city had issued an order that his in- 
spectors should meet him every afternoon and 
report progress. Tue Trisunge intimated 
doubts of the value of the arrangement, as it 
would furnish the inspectors with an. excuse 
for being absent from their districts during a 
large part of each day. It would seem that 
Supt. Schofield has arrived at a sim- 
ilar conclusion. He devoted about nine 
hours last Thursday to examinimg for himself 
the condition of the alleys in one of the wards, 
with the result of finding that the work for 
which scavengers are paid is shamefully neg- 
lected. He found that to some places “ the 
City Scavenger never comes,’ that one 
scavenger was  negiecting . his work 
while he made extra wages by hauling saw- 
dust for saloonkeepers, and that some others 
are uccused of exacting toll from residents 
for doing work which the city pays for. 
Furthermore he found that ‘‘the city itself is 
a bad offender,’ the refuse from the policé 


station stables being allowed to pile up high. 


before being removed, and that a public alley 
adjacent to the police station ‘‘ surpasses any- 
thing in the ward in the matter of filth,”’ 
Similar filthy conditions exist in other 
wards, if notinall of them. The city pays 
for scavenger service which is not performed, 
for inspection of scavengers which is not 
made, for superintendence of the inspectors 
which appears to have been systematically 
neglected till now. The scavengers loaf or 
do other work than that for which they draw 
pay from the city, and the inspectors who are 
hired to watch them wink at the gross out- 
rage, if they notice it at all. For any good 
they are known to do those inspectors, who 
do not inspect, just as well might be kept off 
the city pay-rolls, as it would be well for the 
taxpayers if most of the s¢avengers whose 
operations these men are appointed to inspect 
also were allowed to earn their living in some 
other way. There is only one thing these 
folks can be depended upon to do beyond 
drawing their pay from the city, and that is to 
oppose any and every movement towards the 
reform of disposing of the garbage by crema- 
tion, because that would unsettle present 
methods and might be the means of introduc- 
ing changes to the advantage of ‘the tax. 
payers. % 
Now that Supt. Schofield has begun to use 
his own eyes instead of trusting blindly to 
those of a lot of fellows miscallea inspectors, 
it may be hoped that he will not speedily 
weary in well doing. There is plenty for him 
to occupy his attention with during several 
hours of each day in each of many weeks, and 


plenty of material which his inspe gion ought 


ty lead him to discard from the service 


® 


as utterly incompetent and rotten in the ex- 
treme, In theinterest of the public, whose 
servant he is, he should set other men to work 
in @very case where he finds the scavenger 
force is not doing its duty and set aside the 
“inspectors” who have proven by their negli- 
gence that they do not inspect the work they 
are paid to oversee. 


DEMOCRATS ASSESSING THEIR CANDI- 
. DATES. 

The Democratic city machine is going ahead 
steadily with the collection of an’ immense 
corruption fund, to be used in carrying the 
election in this county next November. The 
gamblers are handing in their monthly taxes 
regularly, and as a consequence are not dis- 
turbed. Neither city nor county officers 
dream of meddling with them, All Demo. 
cratic employés wili hand overa percentage 
of their salaries from now till election day. 
Finally the candidates have been called on to 
contribute to the swelling fund.’ Most of them 
are required to contribute 6 percent of all 
they will get durmg the time they are in 
office. The man who is a candidate fora 
four-year position with a yearly salary of 
$4,000 is required to put up $960. 

In the case of some other offices the assess- 
ment is based not on the salary, but on the 
honor, oron what the occupant way make out 
of the position if his principles are not rigid. 
Thus, for instance,a Democratic candidate 
for the Legislature is required to pay over 
$500. It is not likely that he will get more 
than $800 from the Stateif he is elected. 
Therefore the Democratic Campaign com- 
mittee must be under the impression that 
their legislative nominees will be able to 
make something outside of their per diem by 
cultivating friendly relations with persons 
who want bills passed or who want to guard 
against hostile legislation. Uf course such 
assessmnents as these encourage dishonesty. 

There can be no legitimate use for the 
large fund, already exceeding a hundred 
thousand dollars, which the Hopkins City 
Hall machine is collecting. It is no longer 
necessary for a party to pay out money for 
certain things which at one time cost a good 
deal. Before the State printed the tickets 
political parties had heavy printing bilis. 
They had to hire ticket peddlers to distribute 
their own tickets and buy up the peddlers for 
the opposition when they could, They had to 
employ other men whose services are need- 
less now. 

There are some legitimate purposes for 
which money is needed. Halls have to be 
rented for meetings. Music must be provided 
and speakers paid sometimes. There are 
headquarter expenses, and canvassing work 
must be done and paid for. But the bills for 
all these will use up only a small percentage 
of the quarter of a million the Democrats in- 
tend to collect and spend. The greater por- 
tion of that money will be used to pay re- 
peaters and their bosses for their risky work, 
to bribe voters, to defray the expenses of 
fraudulent naturalization, and to encourage 
dishonest judges and clerks to neglect their 
duty by winking at fraudulent registration 
and illegal voting. These are the purposes 
for which candidates are bled. It is thought 
that.as they are to be the beneficiaries they 
shou'd help pay the bills. 
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BURNING OIL ON TUGS. 

It is reported that a company that owns 
fourteen of the tugs which belch huge vol- 
umes of unburnt carbon into the atmos- 
phere in and aftound Chicago is willing to 
use crude petroleum instead of coal for fuel, 
and thus do away with a large part of the 
smoke nuisance on the river and lake-frount. 
The question seems to turn on the willingness 
or unwillingness of the fire underwriters to 
insure the tuys against fire loss op terms sat- 
isfactory to the owners of the property. The 
President of the company states officially 
that ‘‘if we adopt oil for fuel purposes we 
wish to insure’the tugs for their full value,”’ 
and it is worthy of note in this connection 
that the usage with tugs has been not to in- 
sure those boats against loss by fire. 

The matter has to be acted on by the fire 
underwriters ata meeting this week. What 
they will do inay be an open question, but it 
is fair to presume that in some way or other 
the tug company will see its path clear for 
the burning of oil instead of coal on its tugs 
and that a little judicious “* persugsion ”’ will 
induce other tug companies to follow the 
good example. This persuasion already is 
begun. The City Smoke Department has be- 
gun proceedings in nearly two hundred cases 
against the offenders, the list including 41 
against various boats in the river and harbor 
and 99 against the railroads. The latter are 
nearly as great offenders as the tug-owners, 
and the aggregate of the nuisance committed 
by both is a terribly large one. 

It is understood that the officers of the tug 
coinpany referred to are convinced that the 
use of oil for fuel would not be much more 
expensive than that of coal; some allege it 
would not cost any more per annum, and a 


| few claim that it would prove a saving in 


cost. All concede that the burning of oil for 
the making of steam can be accomplished 
without the making of smoke in offensive 
quantities. That being the case, it should be 
insisted on that neither tugs nor locomotives 
shall emit smoke within the city limits, what- 
ever they may do outside. The authorities 
have the matter in their own hands. They 
have ample power to bring offenders to book 
and make it cheaper for thei to obey the 
ordinances against smoke than to disregard 
them, as they have done in the past. 


IMMIGRATION STATISTICS. 

The official reports of ‘immigration to the 
United States show a great falling off. The 
totgl of arrivals for the last fiscal year was 
only 311,404, beinga decrease of 186,532 
from that for the twelve months next preceding, 
and being much the smallest total of the last 
fifteen years, which have constituted the period 
of most active migration to this country. The 
arrivals during the latest fiscal year include 
71,000 from the United Kingiom, 59,300 
from Germany, 43,900 from Italy, 37,500 
from Austria, about as many from Russia, 
and 27,000 from Sweden and Norway, no 
other country sending as many as 6,000. 
The decrease approximately was 20,000 from 
Austria, and 30,000 each from Germany, 
Italy, Great Britain, and Sweden and Nor- 
way. The fact of a decrease in number of 
artivals is noted for all the principal ports 
except for San Francisco, for which a slight 
increase is reported. The following table 
shows the total of immigrants for each fiscal 
year since the one ending in the middle of 


Nearly all the decline in numbers for 1894 
occurred in the last half of the fiscal year. 
Thut reported for last June was little more 
than a third of the total for June, 1893, and 
was at the rate of less than 280,000 per an- 
num. Since then the balance of the movement 
has been in the other direction, so that if the 
same rate be kept up for the whole year the 
returns for 1895 will show that the United 
States is losing to other countries instead of 
gaining from them. | Statictics for the port of 
New York for the manth ending with Aug. 2, 
;which practically covers July, show that 


19,963 steerage , pas departed, while 


only 11,549 came in, and of the latter only 
about 50 per cent are regatded as true iw- 
migrants. The difficulty of obtainmg em- 
ployment here in times which the Democrats 


prophesied would be prosperous has been so 


great that large nuinbers of men and women 
belonging to the toiling classes have eim- 
braced the opportunity afforded by low rates 
of passage to go back to the lands from which 
they came. Doubtless a considerable _per- 
centage of these calculate on returnmg to our 
shores if times improve sufficiently to war- 
rant it, but it may be expected that large 
numbers of them will not come back at all, 
and that the reports they make to their 


friends on the other side of the Atlantic will | 


tend to diminish the number of immigrants 
in the future. The facts furnish a sorry com- 
mentary on Democratic promises viewed in 
the light of performance.’ 


GERMANY AND PEAUE. | 

English newspapers are taking upon them- 
selves considerable congratulation that the 
young German Emperor is about to make 
his annual visit to the little island. There is 
a great deal of felicitation over the peaceful 
relations between the two nations and also 
because of the close ties of blood that connect 
the reigning families. The Emperor is 
warmly lauded as the possessor of many 
statesmanlike virtues, and our contempora- 
rics across the sea are certainly justified in 
ascribing to him qualities that were not gen- 
erally accorded when he signalized the begin- 
ning of his rule by ** turning down ” the man 
of iron who, tothe world, represented far 
more than royalty the idea of Germen 
strength and solidity asa government, It is 
only just, now that Emperor William’s reign 
has stood the test of several years of trial, to 
frankly admit that the gloomy views of his 
earlier critics have not proven to be well 
founded, | 

Especially is it to be remarked that William 
has set at naught the dire prophecies that he, 
as a hot-headed young man without balance 
or judgment, would sooner or later plunge 
his people and perhaps the whole of Europe 
into a bloody war. He has demonstrated ef.- 
fectually that he is fully in accord with the 
policy of the German Government for almost 
a quarter of a century in the direction of peace 
with the entire world. To the pacific attitude 
of the German Government more than to any 
other cause may be attributed the fact that 
the whole of Europe now preaches the 
gospel and practices the creed of 
peace. It is because Germany reached 
out and entered into alliances with other 
powers, at a time when Europe was ripe for 
upheaval, and by cementing and welding these 
nations to it in the firm bonds of mutual pro- 
tection, that there has been no disruption of 
magnitude, even though from year to year it 
has seemed that war was inevitable. Well 
may it be said that since its establishment the 
German Empire has been the corner-stone of 
European peace, and to Emperor William 
much praise is due for following in the foot- 
steps of his forefathers and for conscientious- 
ly interpreting his duties. 
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BRITAIN’S * WARRIOR QUEEN.” 
Weare not all of us so old as to remember 
half a century back, when “‘ speaking pieces ”’ 
was one of the fundamenta! principles of the 
public school, and Mary and her lamb were 
trotted comfortably to the front with slight 
provocation. There was another poem in 
those days, which did not get much of a foot- 
hold in thie country, but was a prime favorite 
with British lads. It was about brave Queen 
Boadicea and began: ) 
“When the British warrior Queen, 
Smarting from the Roman rods, 


Sought with an indignant mien 
Counsel from her country’s gods, 


The verse went on to tell in detail about the 
great battle fought between the Roman hosts 
under Suetonius Paulinus and the followers 
of the ** Warrior Queen’”’ of Iceni over 1,800 
years ago. There has always been ‘a conflict 
of authorities-as to the exact spot where the 
contending forces met and Boadicsa effectu- 
ally defeated her enemies, mowing through 
their ranks with scythe-armed chariots and 
destroying some hundreds, The consensus of 
opinion seemed to settie tinally in favor of 
Parliament Hill, and there are those. who main- 
tain that the remains of Boadicea are some- 
where in the vicinity where now is the Great 
Northern railway station. 

All of this controversy is likely to be re- 
vived by a proposal to make excavations on 
Parliament Hill with the idea that this last 
resting-place of the Icenian Queen may be 
fixed upon with some degree of de finiteness. 
Even if this is not done it is expuct- 
ed that there will be many interest- 
ing ‘discoveries, for, as a London news- 
paper points out, if Parliament Hill 
is found to contain no relica of the 
first century it may quite possibly yield some 
of the seventeenth, which is near enough, 
The neighborhood, if the London editor is 
not mistaken. was not long ago the scene of 
some very interesting discoveries of buried 
plate, dating from the Stuart period, and it 
is believed that the name of Parliament Hill 
was given to the eminence so called as a me- 
morial of the fact that cannon was planted on 
it by the Parliamentary Generals for the de- 
fense of London. It is not improbable, there- 
fore, that its soil may still conceal articles of 
value hidden by their owners during the 
troubled times of the civil war, and much in- 
terest will attach to the excavations should 
they be made. 
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OUR NATIONAL SPIRIT. 

Public speakers and writers on the present 
industrial situation have shown a great fond- 
ness for quoting Macaulay’s famous predic- 
tion conceraing America, that the time would 
eome when the country would suffer over- 
throw and ruin through enemies fosterea 
within its own borders and by mesns of evil 
forces bred by its own institutions. But Mac. 
aulay and his quoters kave not taken into ac- 
count sufficiently the one saving element, 
one, moreover, which late events have shown 
to be quite equal to our deliverance—namely: 
our spirit of nationality. When the issue took 
the form of defiance of the power of the Gen- 
eral Government many who had wavered be. 
fore had no longer any doubt on which side 
to range themselves. The great body of 
workingmen proved themselves to be essen- 
tially law-abiding; the militia, predominant 
ly composed of workingmen, hastened to 
show themselves law- maintaining. 

Our impressive orators would do well, per- 
haps, to cease ringing the changes on the 
Macaulay prophecy for atime and to recall 
what was said by another English observer. 
The great-souled English Dean, Stanley of 
Westminster, who not only viewed us from 
rare spiritual heights beyond seas but who 
came over to study more closely our national 
character, said: ‘‘In the hour when for the 
first time I stood before the cataract of 
Niagara I seemed to see a vision of the fears 
and hopes of America. It was midnight. The 
moon was full; and I saw trom the Suspension 
Bridge the ceaseless contortion, confusion, 
whirl, and chaos which burst forth in clouds 
of foam from the immense central chasm 
which divides the American from the British 
dominion ; but® as I looked on that 
ever-changing movement and listened to 
that everlasting roar, I saw an em- 
blem of the devouring activity and 
ceaseless, restless, beatmmg whirlpool of 
existence in the United States. But into the 


| moonlight sky there rose a cloud of spray 


} twice as high as the fails themselves, silent, 


majestic, immovable. In that silver columa, 
glittering in the moonlight, I saw an image of 
the future of American destiny, of the. pillar 
of light which should emerge from the dis- 
tractions of the present—a likeness of the 
buoyancy and hopefulness which characterize 
the Americans, both as individuals and as a 
Nation.” 

These eloquent words seem to have a spe- 
cial application to the present moment. The 
* pillar of light ” is no less than the Jove of 
country; in devotion to it lies our safety. 
We have passed through many trials as a Na- 
dion, but this has ever proved equal to our 
salvation. And so in the present emergency. 

It is true the old dangers threaten us no 
more; no foreign powers attack our shores; 
the things our fathers sought for and fought 
for are part-of our unquestioned and peace- 
ful possession. But we are not on that ac- 
count free from dangers. Domestic injus- 
tice, internal corruption are worse than any 
foreign foes. The havoc of hostile military 
forces is not as disastrous as the distress and 
degradation of bad industrial condition:. 
Never was the duty of good citizenship more 
imperative; never the need of loyaity to the 
Commonwealth greater. Whoever neglects 
his duties in State, city, town, or neighbor- 
hood is not loyal; whoeveris not interested 
enough in public affairs to become informed 
#8 unworthy of a protected home. To be 
selfish is, in a profound sense, to be unpatri- 
otic. To take undus advantage of others; to 
build our prosperity on the misfortunes of 
others; to disregard in business relation; the 
fair demand: of justice and brotherhooi is to 
be disloyal to the true ideals of citizenship. 

Thee are some of the things we have been 
in danger of forgatting. Political que stions 
and business questions have scarcely been 
classed asin any way moral questions. But 
all social relation: are moral rela:sions, Our 
present troubles are not to be lamented if 
they serve to recall us toa fresh sense of our 
responsibilities, a new fervor for justice, a 
loud call to “ rally round the fag’’ in order 
to preserve the social and moral interests on 
which our government was built, and without 
which it cannot last. :

Archdeacon Farrar, preaching on the mod- 
ern Christian, said that the mass of men would 
believe more in the worth and goodness of ser- 
mons if they could see a more marked difference 
between the lives of professing Christians and 
the lives of ordinary men. They had multiplied 
services, but where was the proof of more wide- 
spread holiness? The deadliest peril to Chris- 
tianity was the unreality of Christians. He saw 
but little hope of a revival of the true Christian 
ideal until God in his mercy rose up among us 
some gropeet like Savonarola, or Luther, or 
Jobn Wesley, or some saint like Paul or Francis.

THE LOOOMOTION OF THE FUTURE. 


Leaders of Science Learning to Fly=~Hiram 
Maxim’s Aerial Machine, 

Pall Mali Gazette: For sheer exhilaration 
there is nothing to compare with a trip on a 
flying machine. It beats switchbacks, tobog- 
gans, and shooting the chutes all-put together. 
It does not matter if the flying machine only 
flies along the ground, it is a novel and excit- 
ing sensation; and the step from this to flying 
through theairis not so great as might be 
imagined. This was the practically unani- 
mous verdict of a distinguished company who 
traveled down to Bexley ono glorious morn- 
ing recently, in orderto see for themselves 

dto try the famous aerial machine which 
Mr. Hirarn Maxim has been engaged on for 
the last eight years. 

There were Lord Kelvin and Lord Rayleigh, 
Sir Douglas Galton, Earl Russeil, Prof. Ver- 
non Buoys, Sir Guilford Molesworth, Prof. 
Bell Pett:grew of Edinburg. and the science 
correspondent of the Pall Mall Gazette. 
After a short inspection of the beauties of 
Baldwyn’s Park and the house, guarded by a 
formidable looking Maxim gun piaced in the 
entranze hall, the party were escorted to 
where the monster flying machine stood facing 
the 300 yards of track on which it is allowed 
to run, 

Every one got on board for a preliminary 
spiu and began to inspect the construction, 

The platform seemed. to be an oblong 
framework, covered with a wooden grating,. 
and running like a ‘* bogie”’ on four heavily 
flanged wheels. A web of stays and steel 
supports stretched upwards from this, bear- 
ing aloft the main aeroplane, a double- 
stretched sheet of balloon cloth, like an 
awning, tilted slightly upwards in front— 
and covering, so it was stated, 1,400 square 
feet. With this the machine is just enabled 
to run lightly, on tip-toe as it were, without 
any risk of its leaving the track and project- 
ing.itself into space. When all the canvas is 
on there are ten of these aeroplanes, ar- 
ranged in tiers or decks. and measuring 
across the extreme tips of the wings 150 feet. 
It is impossible to say yet what would happen 
if the machire were started with all of these 
trappings, for Mr. Maxim is too careful a 
man to run risks until he has made sure of 
every individual! detail. 

At the stern end, starting from shafts some 
ten feet from the floor, were two enormous 
propellers, on which the interest began to be 
concentrated. Aturnef a lever s2t one of 
these in motion, and as the revolutions be- 
came swifter and ewifter the slender frame- 
work shivered and shouk. When the second 
started a hurricane grew up. The machine 
rocked violently backwards and forwards 
straining at the anchor that held it, an 
threatening to break all to pieces; clouds of 
shavings and débris arose behind, showing 
what the force of the push must be; and at 
last, when everything was ready, and the pro- 
peliers were at maximum speed, a shrill 
whistle gave the order to “‘let go.”’ and the 
great birdlike structure bounded forward with 
the speed of an express train upon its brief 
career across the meadows. 

It was rather alarming. The lightness of 
the frame gave a feeling of instability, and 
when the lift came on to the aeroplane one 
hardly seemed to touch the ground. Every 
heart rosé to its respective mouth, and every 
hand grasped convulsively at some solid ob- 
ject, as though life depended on holding on, 
and the general sensation was one of rushing 
through space on the crest of a fierce tornado. 
When the end of the track came in view it 
seemed absolutely impossible that one could 
stop. A rope wasstretched across the course; 
we crashed through it, then through a gecond, - 
then a third, and, lo, we drew up in the geo- 
tlest and most graceful manner imaginable 
within a few feet of the thickest hedge. It 
was an extremely clever piece of brake work. 
The ropes were wound round friction cap- 
stans, and the pull increased as they were paid 
out, until the combined action became suffi- 
cient to arrest the enormous impetus of the 
machine rushing at forty miles an hour. 

Then everybody laughed and declared it 
was delicious, and decided to try it again.

LOWERED BY RAIN. 


GRAIN MARKETS ALL EASIER ON RE- 
PORTS AND PRCSPECTS. 


Effect of the Bullish Crop Report Offset 
by Change in Weather Conditionse 
Corn Opens Down from the Carb Price 
of the Previous Eventng=Wheat De- 
clines on Light Trading in Sympathy 
with Corn=Provisions Eased Off After 
a Strong Openine. 4 

Rains in the corn belt ard prospects of fur- 
ther precipitation more than uffset any effect 
which the bullish government report might 
have hadin the grain markets. Estimates 
supposed to have beey made on advance in- 
formation were so close to the figures made 
public Friday that the effect of the report was 
discounted to a considerable extent. It was 
so sensational in character, however, that it 
was expected to encourage country and non- 
professional buying. The rains put a new 
face on the situation, and the crowd evidently 
believes that the condition of the crop can be 
materially improved in the near future. May 
corn, which sold as high as 55'¢e on the curb 

Friday night on the bullish condition esti- 

mate, opened down to 53c, and lost another 

cent before the close. A few ‘buying 
orders early, without much offering, made high 
points of 55 Xe for September and 53X%c for May. 

The September delivery opened rather over the 

close of Friday, while May was slightly below. 

The country was on both sides of the market, the 

preponderance of orders, however, cing to sell, 

The local crowd was encouraged in its bearish- 

ness by the rain and raided the market miidly 

when it showed signs of weakness. ‘Trading was 
of the ordinary light Saturday character, and in 
the realizing sales of long holders and attacks by 
scalpers the market sold down 2c from the 
top for September and 1%c_ for May. 

A government crop report is usually followed 

by a dull, soft market, and that of yesterday was 

no exception to the general rate. rhe rain pre- 
diétions and reports, with a smart shower in La 

Salle street by way of illustration, cat down corn 

prices rapidiy. Cables were firm, but the export 

demand for corn has fallen— off sharply. Local 
receipts were 117 cars. against an estimate of 

140 cars.

Wheat Declines About lie. 


Wheat was weaker in sympathy with corn. A 
loss of about le was the het resait of the day's 
business in both active deliveries. PBradatreet’s 
placed exports of wheat and flour of the United 
States and Canada for the weex at 3,417,000 bu, 
as against 2,977,000 bu the previous week and 
5,008,000 bua year ago. Availabie stocks are 
placed at 78,000,000 bu. Local receipts, 501 cars 
with 61,000 bu inspected out of store. Primary 
point receipts exeeeded 1,000,000 bu and ciear- 
ances, including good tlour experts. were equiva- 
lent to 467.000 bu. Cables were higher, with a 
fait inquiry reported for cargoes off coast. The 
opening yesterday morning was up tothe close 
of the previous day, but with the sag in corn the 
snav went out of the market. The country sup- 
port was scattered, coming in for small lots. The 
friends of wheat at the present range of prices 
are still timid, remembering the punishment re- 
ceived by them all the way down for months 
back. September wheat closed at 55\4c, Decem- 
ber at 5S*sc, and August at S4c, or at \e over 
the same delivery of corn. 

Oats opened with a flurry %@‘¢c lower in sym- 
pathy with corn and seon advanced to a parity 
with Friday's closing figures. When these were 
reached the stuff began to be oaffered liberally, 
and the crowd was of the opiaion|that it was for 
account of longs, who were a trifle tired. The 
bulk of the offerings came through Bartlett- 
Frazier and Carrington-Hannah. The pressure 
to sell broke values 4,@1c from the top notch of 
the day; and the deferred futures failed to re- 
cover.

NEW FIREPROOF OONSTRUOTION. 


Plans for a Model Warelouse Drawn for 
Felix & Marston, by F. B. Abbott. 
Frank B. Abbott has commenced the con- 
struction of a warehouse for Felix & Marston, 
which will céntain new features in the matter 
of fireproofing. Felix & Marston had-a ware- 
house burned last spring. This warehouse 


was built according to the approved method’ 


of mill construction, but the heavy timbers 
and thick floors with asbestos lining proved 
no bar to the rapid spread of the tire, and the 
building and its contents were entirely de- 
stroyed inan hour. Mr. Abbott in designing 


are entirely-incloséd in a brick sha‘t, there 
are no openings whatever in the floors. The 
building will have a division wall in the cen- 
ter, thus dividing it into two equal parts, each 
having its own elevator and stairway shaft. 
The floors will be not only fire but 
waterproof and being level and hard will 
make the trucking of goods easy. The col- 
uinns and girders will be either heavy timbers 
fireproofed or iron and steel, fireproofed with 
cinder concrete, no tile bemg used, as tile 
when subjected to intense heat will fall to 
pieces if water is thrown upon it. The con- 
struction as outlined being simple is not ex- 
pensive, and the contracts were let at about 
the same amount as would be represented by 
the cost of mill construction of a building of 
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ONE-HALF OF LONGITUDINAL SECTION OF WAREHOUSE. 


the present building has proceeded upon the 
line that a warehouse before any other build- 
ing should be fireproof, and should contain as 
little wood in its construction as possible, 
and if any is used it should be of large section 
and be fireproofed. The most dangerous parts 
of a mill-constructe@ warehouse are the wood- 
en floors, and the vertical hazard in this case 
is greater than the horizontal one. In the 
new building now being built no wood what- 
ever 1s used in the floors, but steel beams, im- 
bedded in cinder concrete and this concrete 
resting upon corrugated iron arches, will 
constitute the floor construction. ‘This con. 
crete will be five inches deep in its shallowest 
point and have a Port! cement top fin- 
ished like a cement sidewaik. The roof will 
be the same, and, as the elevators and stairs

Palmer's List of Forgeries. 


J. W. Palmer, a resident of London, has 
a room which is papered with 70,000 forged 
stamps: The piace looks like a mosaic. 
and Mr. Paimer, who is probably one of the 
most widely known stamp collectors in the 
world, says that if the collection was gen- 
uine it would be worth $5,000,000. The for- 
geries represent every known = gg and 
were found in collections which Mr, Palmer 
purchased during his thirty-three years’ ex- 
perience as a stamp collector. To coliect the 
70,000 forged stamps took almost thirty 
years. To make wallpaper out of them kept 
four pairs of hands busy for three months. 
They are pasted upon canvas, so that in or- 
der to remove the stamps it will not be nec- 
essary to remove the building. Paste, not 
gum, has been used, as gum discolors 
stamps. Having been fastened to the can- 
vas the stamps were treated to a coat of 
shellac and were then varnished. In the 
‘*Chamber of Philatelical Horrors,’’ as 
Mr. Palmer cails it, is a flat-topped desk. 
Instead of leather the top is inlaid 
with postage stamps. These are genuine, and 
they number 1,440. Near the desk stands 
ascreen. It is about five feet high and six 
feet long. Both sides are covered with 
stamps. The most valuable among the for- 
geries is a Brattleboro, an American stamp of 
the face value of five cents. If it were genu- 
ine it would be worth $1,250. A genuine 
Brattleboro was sold by Mr, Palmer for. that 
amount.

Americans Are Robbing Europeans. 


William Thorne is perhaps one of the most 
prominent of the millionaire business-men of 
‘the country to collect-stamps at the present 
time. His stamps are said to be worth more 
than those owned by the Duke of York. Tap- 
ling said, not long before he died, that the 
American collectors, and Mr. Thorne among 
them, would rob Europe of her greatest phila- 
telic treasuresif the foreigners were not care- 
ful. The Americans, however, would have to 
be very wealthy todo this. Not only is the 
little Queen of Holland represented at an 
auction sale now and then in New York, but 
the Czar of Russia, the Duke of Edinburg, 
Dr. Ferrara, the Sultan of Johore, and, until 
his recent troubles, the King of Siam, have 
“appeared as bidders at many of the sales, 

As for George Gould’s collection, he takes 
great care to say little about it. No-one 
knows just what it is worth, especially as in 
the last two years he has peen very little 
heard of in matters philatelical. Theauction- 
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eers are alleged to receive bids from him on 
the quiet. 

John K. Tiffany of St. Louisis generally 
credited with owning one of the Fnest col- 
lections in America, and one of the most valu- 
able in existence. The collection numbers 
10,105 specimens, including 460 essays and 
proofs, 626 locals, 205 telegraph stamps, 
and 1,076 revenues, There are few finer 
collections, even in Europe.

NEGRO MUSIO AND FOLK LORE. 


Letter from the Former Bishop of Cape 
i Patmas, West Africa, 

C. C. Penick in the New York Sun: In the 
Daily Evening Teleyraph (Philade! phia ) of 
July 21, page 11, isan article in which it is 
stated that Prof. Dvorak had contributed to 
the Sun paper in which he makes the state- 
ment that there are no original negro melo- 
diés in the South and no original stories of 
folk lore, giving credit for such to white peo- 


ple. 

Whether the publication of the Telegraph 
does the Professor’s article justice or not I 
cannot say, but as it there appears it is cer- 
tainly not borne out by the facts in one of 
these departments, “Folk Lore.”’” Not being 
a gifted musician, Iam not able to analyze the 
weird melodies of the negroes and tell from 
what old master they may have been com- 
piled. It may be true that many of the most 
popular airs come from such sources, but 
it is certainly true that in Africa these 
people. often sing and dance half of 
the night. For three and a half years 
I lived among them and came in contact with 
representatives of many tribes, and without 
exception I found that they all sing and dance 
a great deal. Moreover, the song is ever 
suited to the occasion. The oarsmen at sea 
has a different note and measure from the 
canoeman on the river, and the canoeman’s 
song varies its,time with the rapidity of the 
current against which he pulls, One of the 
most remarkable productions of vocal 
music I ever heard = was 
eleven etal wart canoemen 
pulled me over the falls of 
river. The song quickened as we neared the 
strongest sluice, and the paddles were played 
with quicker and quicker stroke until it be- 
came arapid whizzing sound, biending with 
the swift whiz of the padd.es through air and 
water, until at the very hardest pull, when the 
paddles fiew with incredibie speed that car- 
ried us over four feetin three minutes, 40 
terrific was the struggle of muscle versus tor- 
rent’s rush. Then, as they got breath enough, 
the song began just where_it left off, and 
gradually flowed out into smooth, slower 
measure, in perfect harmony with the pad- 
dling in smooth water. 

I have also heard the dirge songs over their 
dead, and if any civilized composer ever 
wrote these into note I never have been 
treated to any sound thereof from string or 
piper.. So much for music, which I make no 
attempt to. treat, save as a witness of its 
cruder forms. But to suy ‘he negroes have 
no * folk lore” is certainly wide of the mark. 
Being a Southern man, and accustomed to 
the stories of * Bre’r Rabbit’’ from child- 
hood, Il experienced no little delight when I 
found Mr. Harris had made ** Uncie Remus” 
teil them in book form. The first voiume of 
these stories happened to fa.l- into iny hands 


> as I was returning to Africa in 1881, and 


determined to investigate this matter of 
folk lore somewhat among the Africans at 
home. The fact that I had some thirty-six 


different tribes represented in our schools 
gave me more than ordinary opportunity to 
do this. I gave it out in all the schools that I 


wanted fhe children to write me all stories as 
they heard them, The results were beyond 
my expectation, for | found some of these 
stories carried in ther very deep studies in 
the emotions and life of the hurnan heart, 
even grappling theimmortality of the soul. I 


think it can be proved that almoat all of 


Uncle Remus’ stories are translations from 
African environment to that of America. 
‘* Bre’r Rabbit.’ for instance, was the nearest 


approach to *‘Nar’’ the negro could find on 


this side of the Atiantic. ** Nar’’ is the small- 


est, smartest, perhaps swiftest of the deer 
epecies,.is not much larger than a cat, 
as graceful as an 


Itaiian greyhound, 
watchful as one can conceive, and runs 
like the wind. He it is that gets 


into ciose places and always gets out, 


plays pranks on the sober and more 


clumsy animdis, gives wisest advice in gen- 
eral counsel. which is rarely taken, but the 
animal creation pays‘ severely whenever it 


neglects ** Nar’s*’ counsel. Elephants, lions, 
bush cows, leopards, eagles, monkeys, deers 
of larger species, and even whales of the deep 
would have found it to theirs interest to have 


‘heeded ** Nar.”’ I suppose when the negro 


landed in Ametica Bre’r Rabbit was the near- 
est he could come to matching * Nar,’’ and so 
we.have what ‘* Uncle Remus ”’ tells us. 

I do not hesitate to say and I have now 
about 100 MSS. written by Afticansin their 
native land to prove that the native Africans 
are extremely rich in folk bore, very rure, 
delicate, and discriminating in its wonderful!

are still unpublished, for I don’t want to add 
another caricature to people already cruelly 
caricatured and misrepresented until it is 
bard to get a pure study of the real map of 
Africa,

.ted Bandana—He Wil Fang It and His 
Teeth, Bending Backward by Nature, 
Will Hold His Mouth ShuteThen You 
Have HimeChuck’s Love of the Slimy 
FellowseHis Fatal Interview with a 
Cobra. 

Maj. John Perkins, who has been a guest at 
the Palmer House for some days, is a choice 
product of the Old North State and an inimi- 
table raconteur, Something was said in his 
presence about snakes, when he quickly as- 
sumed a graceful pose, set his sombrero on 
the back of his head, and began talking in an 
easy-going vein: 

‘* Eastern North Carolina, where I come 
from, beats all creation in the number and 
variety of these darned reptiles. There you'll 
find snakes in the groves, snakes in the fields, 


the swamp will readily etick a toe or finger in 
the mouth of a deadiy moccasin or copper- 
head for a prize of a gallon of whisky, one- 
half of it to be used in curing the bite and the 
other half for a good drunk after the fellow 
gets well. 

‘**When Iwasa lad a druggist down our 
way made noend of money furnish mu- 
seums, quack doctors, and others with fine 
specimens of snakes preserved in alcohol. 
The funny part about it was that the young- 
sters, ny playmates and I, caught them for 
him alive and in this ingenious manner. Our 
fathers in those days carried in their pockets 
great yard-square red, yellow, and blue silk 
bandana handkerchiefs, the Hea that figured 
so notably in the Presidential campaign of 
1888. Each of us contrived, by beggimg, or 
borrowing surreptitiously, to secure one of 
these bandanas, with which we engaged to 
capture the reptiles. Most snakes, the pois- 
onoug ones especially, and it was these the 
druggist paid most for, are sluggish and 
may be approached quite closely if no noise 
is made, The wretches, too, will promptly 


,resent any eort of a defiance, just as a bull 


will aecept the challenge of a red flag. Fre- 
quent autopsies made upon the ophbidians by 
‘us for the scientific aud curiosity-led purpose 
of determining the contents of their stomachs 
had shown us incidentally that their front 
teeth incline inward.,. 

‘Thus physiologically educated we made 
our bandanas into whiplashes by the simple

snakes in the marsh, snakes in the sand hills, 
snakes in the swamp, snakes under the house, 
and snakesin the house—in the sideboard 
and in the bed, 

**IT am not exaggerating in the slightest, 
and you’ve no need to be incredulous. Talk 
of snakes in India, why a Hindoo snake 
charmer would run like a rabbit from an 
every-day procession of ophidians along any 
watercourse of the Dismal Swamp, or an or- 
dinary aggregation of them in any stumpy 
field. There’s inyriads of them down there, 
and their numbers never grow less, 

“One day last summer I went over to a 
neighbor’s after some fruit. He was a 
shambling sort of farmer and weeds grew 
apace on his land and he deemed it a waste 
of time to trim his hedges. I need not say 
that. snakes like covers of this kind, and, 
consequentiy, old Harris had more than his 
share of the reptiles. He wasn’t at home, 
but~his old woman was, and she cheerfully 
bade me go to the orchard and help myself. 

‘**Jist be a mite keerful, howsoniever,’ 
she warned me, ‘This mawnin’ 1 drug a 
wiper outen the bofat ‘’n’ a blue racer t’m 
the youngun’s crib. Our| Bill killed a moc- 
casin ’n’ th’ee er fo’ copperheads in the yard 
yander afo’ breckfus’.’ 

They’re Fond of Music. 

‘“*T found the snakes pretty lively that 
morning, as the old lady alleged, but I se. 
cured the fruit. Speaking of snakes, do jou 
know the varmints are fond cof music? A 
fact, suh, as any of the shingle getters around 
Lake Drummond (Tom Moore immortalized 
that beautiful sheet of water) or any other 
body of water in the great swamp will be 
ready toswear. There's nota worker in that 
swamp who would undertake to file his saw 
in the immediate neighborhood of a stream 
fora whole barrfelful of whisky. And any 
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process of tying a single knot into one end, 
and thus armed sallied forth, taking with us 
no other weapon of offense or defense—no 
knife, club, stick, ax, or gun, and positively 
no whisky. If you only knew what vast num- 
bers of snakes we encountered and how we 
proceeded barefoot through tangles of grass 
and weeds and brush you might term us brave 
lads, indeed. There, however, you'd be clean 
off. We were blooming idiots, pure and sim- 
ple. How we escaped death is beyond me, 
but we did. »« 

‘*How our sires would have shivered and 
how we would afterwards have shaken and 
howled had they found out bow we made our 
spending money. Beech laps grew handy in 
those days, and one never heard this latter- 
day nonsense about sparing the rod. 

** But you ask how we captured the snakes? 


Nothing in the world was easier. You see we’ 


were after choise specimens and we passed 
in disdain the harmless varieties as well as the 
smalier venomous ones, accepting as game 
only the big ones, whose bite was deadly as 
that of the Indian cobra—the ugly. vengeful, 
ttorrible fsliows, you know. Coming up with 
the right sort, the lad would approach slowly 
and cautiously within a yard of the intended 
victim, come toa halt, and with a dexterous 
movement flap the knotted end full in the face 
of his snakeship. ) 

This stirred up the gall in the reptile, who 
promptly responded by snapping the silk 
knots in its teeth. Once the teeth came down 
upun the cioth the snake was fast. It had no 
power of opening its mouth and its fate was 
sealed. With a grim chuckle the captor 
dragged the ophidian to the-drug store, where 
it was speedily dropped into a_e vat 
of alcohol. Serpents are declared 
on the highest possible authority 
to be wise, yet they never 
thought to press forward and frighten us into 
dropping our end of the bandana. On the 
contrary they invariably drew back and re-

At its first contact 
with the steel teeth there will begin to emerge 
from every old slimy log and stump that in- 
fect the black waters snakes of all varieties 
and ages—moccasins, rattlers, copperheads, 
vipers, adders, pilots, stingers, calico, and 
many other poisonous kinds, besides legions 
of the innocuous sort. They are sociable, 
too, and crowd about the legs of the filer like 
country children aroutd a circus bandwagon.

grade classical music. A full orchestra of 
this kind would set them fairly crazy with joy 
and cause them to spit out enough poison in 
their frenzy to do up hdlf of the human 
family. 

Whisky the Only Antidote. 

* Practical tem nce doesn’t make much 
headtay among swamp people. There 
may be plenty of antidotes for snake poison, 
but they only know one and that's whisky, and 
plenty of it, too, undiluted and strong. It is

He 
would have got away all right but for his 
pesky ambition. With native snakes he was 
all right, but one day he laid his hands on a 
cobra, which, it seems, did not understand En- 
glish, and Chuck died within an hour of the 
interview. 

‘Go to Eastern North Carolina for snakes, 
if you like ’em. "Tisn’t much extra trouble to 
turn down your cover and peek under the pil- 
lows before lying down for the night, and one 
doesn’t have to poke his hand into acupboard 
before looking into it. If his snakeship be 
upon the lounge you are likely to see it be- 
fore sitting down upon it. With these pre- 
cautions and ordinary vare when strolling 
outdoors, you'll have opportunity for seeing 
many without imminent risk. Still, it is al- 
ways prudent to have along with you a big 
jug of whisky to guard against accidents. I 
you would see them in mass convention all 
you have to dois tostand bya pond or tarn 
at eventide and fire off your revolver rapidly 
three or four times, and you'll be ready to 
certify that every township in the United 
States is fully represented.

BATTLE ROYAL OF THE SERPENTS. 


Ald. Charles Perley of Monmouth Gives a 

’ Camping Reminiscence. 

** Of course everybody has heard of rattle- 
snakes that measured six or eight feet in 
length,’ said Ald, Charies Perley of Mon- 
mouth at the Grand Pacific Hotel the other 
day. ‘* But I actually helped kill one down 
on Johnson’s Island in thé Mississippi, two 
miles above Oquawka, which measured five 
feet and a quarter ofaninch leng. I took 
part in the killing of it and at the same time 
in the killing of a copperhead which was three 
feet eight inches and five-sixteenths in tength, 
was the most thrilling experience of my 

ife, 

It makes me shiver to think of it. It was 
six years ago and at that time Johnson’s 
Island was a favorite summer resort for the 
wealthy families of Monmouth and Oquawka. 
It was a splendid place to fish, too. We used 
to catch channel cat that weighed from ten 
to twelve pounds and buffalo tish even larger. 
But this isn’t a fish story. 

‘In August, 1888, Harry Smith, Charley 
Porter, Crit Shultz, Frank Harding, Murray 
Claycomh, and I made up a party tospend a 
few weeks in camp on the south end of John- 
s0n’s Island. Ali the summer houses were on 
the north end. Wehad been in camp about 
three days. It was Friday and Harry Smith 
had been left in charge of camp, while the 
rest of us went out fishing. When I returned 
to camp in the evening 1 was amazed to find 
that Smith had made no preparations for sup- 
per, and nothing was to be seen of him. I 
was alarmed, but my alarm was changed 
to terror when I looked into the tent., 
There lay Harry Smith flat on his back and 
coiled upon his breast was arattiesnake that l 
would have sworn was twenty feet long. He 
had just awakened and was afraid to move or 
make a noise lest the reptile fang him. I 
dared not shootit for fear I should injure 
him. Presently the other boys came back to 
camp. I hastened to meet them and cau- 
tioned them to be quiet. None of us could 
think ofa plan to relieve poor Harry, who 
was suffering the tortures of the damned, 
When we had all taken a peep at poor Harry 
for the fortieth time our terror was intensified 
a thousand fold. From behind a trunk in 
one corner of the tent there crawled a mon- 
ster copperhead. It crawled. hissing as it 
went, towards the rattier, evidently bent on 
having a fight. Smith could hear it, but 
didn’t dare to move. 

* When the copperhead was within three 
feet of the rattlesnake the latter awakened. 
It raised its head almost a foot, darted out its 
tongue, and then sounded that awful buzz of 
a rattle. At this the copperhead coiled itself 
foraspring. It was evident the reptiles were 
about to indulge in a fight for the possession 
of the comfortable nest on poor Smith’s 
chest. The snakes glared at each other for 
nearly a minute. Each kept waving his head 
to and fro. ‘ineir eyes looked like coals of 
fire. Suddenly each became motionless, but 
it was only for an instant and tnen,# quicker 
than the eye could follow, they sprang at each 
other. The next moment they were writhing 
about in a tangle. The moment the fight be- 
gan Smith leaped to his feet and rushed out 
of the tent. For a time we forgot about 
the snakes. Smith was so scared he could 
scarcely stand. We gave him a drink of 
brandy, and when he revived somewhat we 
went back to see the fight. The reptiles were 
still at it, tied up in a big knot. Coiled about 
each other as they were I don’t believe they 
could have been placed in a haif-bushel meas- 
ure. There is no telling how long the fight 
would have lasted had we not stopped it. ut 
it was growing dark, and we didn’t care to 
have two live monsters battling in camp after 
sundown, so we drew our revolvers and fired 
several shots through the snakes. It had no 
apparent effect. At length, when we caine to 


examine we found both snakes dead, but so 


tightly were they embraced in each Other’s 
coils that we could scarcely untangle them. 

‘* The two snakes were weighed on our fish 
scales before we separated them and together 
they weighed twenty-four and  one-sixtna 
pounds. We went home next day. Our 
snakes spread all over that region of country. 
After that Johnson’s Island lost its popularity 
asasummer resort. No one ever goes there 
now except a few old fishermen, ‘Those who 
used tospend their summer vacations there 
usually come up to Chicago.”’

asa matter of fact, the actual-printing of the 
thing is of far more importance than the 
making of the block. Get hold of a good 
printer, and almost any one can make the 
process block, remembering always, of 
course, that the drawing must be clear and 
good. As to the.opinion that the type should 
be in harmony with the pictures, I think that 
again is mere cant; long usage and tradition 
have fixed upon the best and most useful let- 
tering, and it is as well to keep to it.”’ 

Asked what had first moved him to take up 


the branch of art in which he is distinguishing 


himself, Mr. Beardsley answered : 

** Nothing in my surroundings, for they 
have always been completely inartistic. How- 
ever, I have been fond of drawingall my life; 
and suddenly, without any effort, fell into this 
style. This is the first drawing of the kind,”’ 
continued he, drawing the visitor’s attention 
toa strange black ana white study of a figure 
floating in space, *‘ which I ever attempted. 
That was about eighteen months ago; so my 
experiences only extend to twelve months. 
Since the first number of the Studio came out 
—which, by the way, contained six pictures of 
mine—I have had my hands full, -Before then 
I spent my time in the city slavingin an of- 
fice. Perhaps I had a bad time; but I think 
those over me had a worse. I led them an 
awful life, not they me. Did Ihave any art 
training? Yes; for two months at Fred 
Brown’s art school in Westminster.”’ 

'* To what artists are you most indebted ?’’ 

* Certainly no Japanese painter, though my 
work is said to recall the methods of the 
East, for as a matter of fact I knew nothing 
of their style.of art till quite lately, beyond, 
of course, the fans and vases which meet 
one’s eye everywhere. Were I asked what 
special writers had influenced me, I should re- 
ply those of the last century. Works like 
Congreve’s plays appeal far more vivicly to 
my imagination than do those belonging to 
the age of Pericies. Indeed, I might say gen- 
erally that I have been more influenced by 
the eighteenth century schools of both artists 
and writers, particularly those which took 
their origin in France, for it seems to me that 
the English art of that day was little more 
than a reflex of what was being done on the 
other side of the Channel. Even now French 
art gives me far more pleasure than what we 
gee in this country.” 

‘‘ Have you any theories on the subject of 
drawing?” 

***None at all,. I represent things as I see 
them—outlined faintly in thin streaks (just 
like me). I take no notice of shadows, they 
do not interest me; therefore I feel no desire 
to indicate them.

JAPAN HAS GOOD PROSPEOTS, 


A Well-Informed Observer Declares That 
China Will Be Beaten with Ease. 

New York Herald: Although Japan is 
greatly outnumbered by her powerful enemy 
there is a general agreement among those en- 
titled to form a judgment on the matter that, 
owing to her excellent organization, modern- 
ness, and pluck, she will more than hold 
her owf in the struggle that is now begin- 
ning. Thus a well-intormed correspondent, 
who signs himself “*W. A. T.,” writes to 
the London Times in the highest terms of 
the equipment and admirable military temper 
of the Japanese army. ‘The Chinese,’’ he 
says, “have sent an army to the Corea. 
- « « But it would be as reasonable to 
matth brave men armed with pitchforks 
against brave men armed with rifles as to pit, 
man for man, the Chinese in ‘their present 
condition against the Japanese. 

“The Japanese are armed with the Murat 
magazine rifle, and there ig no better rifle in 
Europe. It is manufactured at the arsenal at 
Tokio. One thousand two hundred men are 
employed and 120 rifles turned out in a day 
in times of peace. Its bore is .303, the same 
as our Lee-Metiord. It is sighted to 1,200 
meters. It carries ten rounds in the maga- 
zine on the Kemington principle. The bullet 
is lead, coated with copper, that metal being 
plentiful in Japan. The Geneva convention 
has no jurisdiction here, so the copper bullet 
is not tabooed. 

“The Japanese cavalry are well equipped, 
though, to our ideas, badly mounted, but 
they are thoroughly aware of their shortcom- 


degrees, The horse they are mounted on is, 
after all, the horse of the country, and no ani- 
mal could be better adapted for service in 
Japan or the Corea. The same applies to the 
artillery horses, which are .simply 14-hand 
pohies, but strong and hardy to a marvelous 
degree. Their field ‘guns are 7-pounders, 
inade at @saka on a patent of their own, I for- 
get. its name, but its action is simple and 
rapid and resembles Krupp’s; they have also 
12-pounder Krupps, and heavy Armstrong 
guns for the defense of forts. 

“ Their drill is-that of the German army 
twenty years ago. They are precise and 
steady, and the officers know their work and 
how to teach it. Inthe cavalry swords were 
carried on the saddle until the Emperor one 
day remarked it, and said that only gentle- 
men wore swords and the horse is not a gentile- 
man, so swords are now worn on the body. 

**One great feature in all the barracks is 
the gymnasium. The men are thoroughly 
trained in this department, and some of the 
feats I saw performed by cavalry recruits of 
the guard at their annual general inspection 
last year would have done eredit to any cir- 
cus. 

“Their wonderful neatness, completeness, 
and regularity is what struck me most. 
Everything was tidy,) everything was ready, 
everything was there. Their only trouble was 
the wearing of European boots. Men who 
had all their lives been accustomed to straw 
sandals having to thrust their feet into hurd 
leather boxes, so to speak, very soon went 
lame. A movement was on foot a few months 
back to shoe them with leather sandals which 
obviate the evil, Whether this has been done 
ornot I cannot tell. But this is the only 
thing I noticed that required alteration after 
a very careful inspection of the three arms, 
both guards and line. 

“The troops they remind me most of are 
our Indian Goorkhas, and of all native and 
colonial troops that I have seen—and I have 
seen most of them —I would, next to Goor- 
khas, prefer a regiment of Japanese. They 
are brave, temperate, patient, and energetic, 
and though the Chinese might be made, under 
European officers, as fine soldiers as they are, 
at this moment they are about 200 years. be- 
hind them; and, although the victory is not 
always to the strong, as we found out in the 
Boer campaign, from every data that ‘a soldier 
can judge by the Japanese should beat the 
Chinese in Corea with the greatest ease.’’

enver at 9:30 a. m. and went flying 
weneaes Bare Am plains towards Kansas City. 
In Denver, owing probably to the altitude, the 
weather had been very. cool and pleasant for 
June, but as we approached the central part of 
Kansas we began to experience that sultry heat 
eculiar tv iow countries. In fact, it 
came quite oppressive, and I was 
obliged to change my heavy, lined silk 
waist for a cooler wash one.

For it was there that in the 
year 1329 the King was laid beside his second 
wife, Elizabeth de Burgh, daughter of the 
Earl of Ulster and mother of David II. Even 
the cast, however, is of interest. Apart from 
the fact that it was actually taken from the 
King’s skull the story of how it was obtained 
is not wholly without some of the elements of 
romance. 

That King Robert was buried in Dunferm- 
line, then a favorite residence of the Scottish 
sovereigns, admits of no doubt. But the 
tomb which he had planned with such care 
appears to have been lost sight of during the 
turmoil of ages and the decay of the church 
which followed the iconociasm of the Refor- 
mation. But in 1819, in clearing the founda- 
tions for a third church on’ the same spot, the 
King’s bonea were discovered and duly rein- 
terred with the reverence due to a monarch 
who, whatever may have been his faults asa 
man, must ever live in the national memory 
as one of the greatest of heroes,

Leprosy, 
indeed, wasso common in these islands during 
the Middle Ages that there were, according to 
the late Sir James Simpson, ninety-five large 
leper houses in England, besides a nuinber in

the Pullmans entertained Gen. Grant in the 
historic ‘‘ swing around the circle,”’ has dated 
the national renown of the Thousand Islands. 
Chicago people since have borne and bear to- 
day a large part in _ the _ pleasures 
of this delightful summer home. It 
is often remarked that no other 
class of cottagers more regularly occupy, 
beautify, and illuminate their summer homes 
here than do the Chicago cottagers. No can- 
did and impartial review of the.island homes 
with any pretensions to compieteness and ac- 
curacy would fail to accprd one of the highest 
places to the Chicago homes. 

**(Qn our left,’’ remarks the boat purser as 
one approaches Alexandria Bay, ‘is ‘Castle 
Rest,’ the magnifident summer home of 
George M. Pullman’ of Chicago. Mr, Pull- 
man is President of a paiace car company. 
You may have heard of him.”’ 

Mr. Pullman’s * Castle Rest,” however, is 
an edifice wel) caiculated to rest upon its own 
fame and would attract attention even if one 
hadn’t chanced to ** have heard”’ of its own- 
er. It is by all odds the most stately and 
unique of the river paiaees, beautiful and 
costly as many of the others are, The hum- 
ble cottage which marked its site, and at 
which Gen. Grant was entertained, was one 
of the most historic in this region. ‘Castle 
Rest’? was erected in 1888. Mr. Pullman’s 
idea was to gather all the family here every 
summer to observe the birthday of his hon- 
ored mother, then living; A full description 
of the isiand palace was published in Tue 
TRIBUNE upon its comp.etion in 1888 by the 
present writer, and it need not be detailed 
here. Nothing that comfort can suggest or 
money procure is lacking in the furnishing of 
‘Castle Rest.’’ Electric lighting and steam 
heating are only a suggestion of the ampli- 
tude of modern improvements with which 
Mr. Pullman has surrounded himself. 

Whatever may be the general estimate of 
George M. Puilman in other parts of the 
country the Thousand Islands region is never 
forward with adverse criticism. Mr. Pull. 
man as much as anyone man made this re. 
sort. The cottage where Gen. Grant was en- 
tertained represents fairly the islands as he 
found them. Now “* Castle Rest’ is here. 

Mr. Pullman this year is alternating be. 
tween Long Branch and “ Castle Rest."’ The 
lutter is permanent y occupied during the 
summer by George West of New York, Mr. 
Pullman’s brother-in-law. It is understood 
the traditional gathering of all the family at 
* Castie Rest’’ for the observance of Mrs. 
Puliman’s birthday will occur this year as 
usual. The date is Aug. 14. 

Alexandria Bay was for many years the 
only, and is still the principal, point of in. 
terest to strangérs bound for the Thousand 
Islands. It is in the immediate neignborhood 
of the bay that che larger number of fine 
cottages are located. This is true of practi- 
cally all the Chicago cottages, and also of 
** Bonnie Castle,”’ the home of the late Dr. J. 
G. Holland, first editur of Scribner's 
(now the Century), Judge Dewey of 
New York, N. W. Hunt of Brook. 
lyn, whose cottage is shown 
in the foreground of the view by the bay, 
Prof. Hopkins of Hamilton College, H. H. 
Warner of Rochester, N. Y., Juage Labatta 
of New Orleans, and ex-Mayor Rose of Cley 
land. The Warnér cottage by the bay is in 
Mr. Warner's wife’a name and escaped the 
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plies, It was first occupied some ten years 
ago. 

Cuba Island may be recalled by Chicago 
people as formerly owned by Wilbur F. Sto- 
rey, who built a cottage there about 1876. 
Subsequentiy it lapsed to various brief uwn- 
erships and was chiefly occupied by camping 
parties, but has recently been purchased by 
M. Chauncey of Brooklyn. 

Near by is Wau Winet, the summer home 
of ©. E. Hill of Chicago, built in 1880.

Their composition, letter writing, 
and ability to express their thoughts in writ- 
ten language go to show the interest they 
have taken in their studies and the careful 
training they have been under by competent 


instructors. 
In the Articulation Department. 


The articulation department has been a 
strong feature of the school-room. Here 
many pupils made their first earnest efforts at 
learning to talk, and their zeal, perseverance, 
and determination knew no bounds. In this 
one year they have been able to master all the 
sounds in the language and pronounce over 
fifty sentences made up of from eight to ten 
one-syliable words, which were pronounced 
siowly but accurately and distinctly in a low, 
sinooth voice.

ALL ABOUT HOW WE WALK, 


Muscles Used and the Mechanical Work 
They Do. 

The chief muscles concerned in walking are 

hose of the cajJf and back of the leg, which, 

by pulling up the heel, also pull up the bones 

of the foot connected with it, and then the 

whole body, the weight of which is passed on 
through the bones of the leg. 

When walking the trunk is thrown forward, 
so that it would fall down prostrate were not 
the right foot planted in time to support it. 

The calf muscles are helped in this action 
by those on thefront of the trunk and legs, 
which contract and pull the body forward, 
and the trunk slanting forward when the heel 
is raised by the calf muscles, the whole body 
will be raised and pushed forward and up- 
ward, 

This advancement of each leg is effected 
partly by muscular action, the muscles used 
being (1) those on the front of the thigh, 
bending it forward on the pelvis; (2) the 
hamstring muscles, which slightly bend the 
leg on the thigh; (3) the muscies on the front 
of the leg, which raise the front of the foot 
and toes, preventing the latter in swinging 
forward from hitching in the ground. 

When one foot has reached the ground the 
action of the other has not ceased. 

There is another point in walking. The 
body is constantly supported and balanced on 
each.leg alternately. and, theréfore on only 
one at once. Hence there must be some 
means for throwmg the center of gravity over 
the line of support formed by the bones of 
each leg as 1t supports the weight of the body. 

This is done in various ways and hence the 
differences in the walk of different people. 

There may be slight rotation at the hip 
joint, bringing the center of gravity of the 
body over the toot of this side. This ‘* rock. 
ing”? motion of the trunk and thigh is ac- 
companied by a movement of the whole trunk 
and leg over the foot planted on the grourd, 
and is accompanied by a compensating out- 
ward movement at the hip. 

The body rises and swings alternately from 
one side to the other as its center of gravity 
eomes alternately over one or the other leg 
and the curvature of the spinal bones is 
tered with the varying position of the weight,

He not only called 
men toarms and organized them in regi- 
ments, bit after they marched away he fol- 
lowed them with paternal solicitude and went 
in person bind up their wounds and as- 
suage their grief and to convey the sick and 
wounded to their homes.

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As soon as it was known the Battle of Shiloh 
had opened a steamer was chartered, 
surgeons and nurses were summoned, and 
all who could in any way assist in caring for 
the wounded were on their way with the Gov- 
érnor to Pitteburg Landing. I met the Gov- 
ernor at Cairo, Where a corps of surgeons and 
nurses, under the direction of the celebrated 
Br. Brainard of Chicago, had assembled, 
equipped with a large supply of sanitary 
stores and everything reguired for the 
journey. . 

Upon our arrival at Savannah, six miles be- 
low Pittsburg Landing, on the east side of the 
Tennessee River, we found the entire village 
had been seized ana every house occupied for 
hospital purposes. It was an extraordinary 
experience to go through a town every house 
of which was filled with wounded men. It is 
difficult to give the faintest idea of the pa- 
thetic scenes in‘those abodes of pain and sor- 
row. The approach of Gov. Yates had been 
heralded by .telegraph, anticipating our ar- 
rival, ‘and every wounded Illinois soldier 
anxiously awaited him as his deliverer, and 
never was a deliverer hailed with such emo- 
tions. When: the name of Florence Night- 
ingale Was pronounced in the presence 
of an old’ soldier of the Crimea 
he exelaimed: ‘Florence Nightingale! As 
she used to pass through the tent where I lay 
we would turn our heads upon our pillows 
‘and kiss her shadow.”” There are many men 
still living in Illinois who express singular 
emotions when the name of Richard Yates is 
pronounced. :

Carried in Their Arma. 


We loaded nearly a thousand men upon our 
steainer at Savannah, wounded in every con- 
ceivable ‘marner, Those who were 
to walk were carried on board on 
stretchers and cots and in our 
every caution being taken 
to avoid giving them pain. They were placed 
some in staterooms but mostly on cots inh 
the cabin and on the decks, preference being 
given to those in the worst condition. It was 
a greatcare andno man nor woman ever

remember of any other time having done 
such wearisome work. The simple carrying 
of water and assisting to convey it to the lips 
of so many men was of itself atask. If one 
wilt think of what it is to have two or 
three very sick people in the house

by doing the work himself he may understand 
what it was forustotake care of so many 
wounded men.

He liad the highest admiration for Gen. 

He 
often boasted in his public epeeches that

gave Gen, Grant to the Nation and to the 
world.” 

At Sherman, on the Union Pacific, it was 
proposed that we ride down the Rocky Mount- 
ains on the locomotive. We were assur 
that the descent down the steep grade would 
be very siow. Gov. Yates and Senator 
Kellogg of Louisiana placed themselves in the 
cab with the engineer, and upon the renewed 
assurance that we would go very slow, I, 
with a young man from Pittsburg. placed 
myself on the cowcatcher. From our position 
we had most lovely views, which while we 
were running at a moderate speed we” en- 
joyed beyond measure, 


Sudden Increase in Speed. 


After we. had got down the 
of the grade we suddenly became 
conscious of an increase of speed. 
Faster and faster we flew until we 
were running almost at the rate of a mile a 
rhinute. T shail never forget the sickening 
sensation as 1 saw the heavy ties in front of 
me seem to curl up,like withes and be drawa 
under the train. wae hard to resist an im- 
pulse to go with them. They seemed like so 
many magnets to draw me under. If I had 
not the will power to look up, away 
from them, and the presence of mind 
to do so, I would certainly have 
been -drawn under. As we would go 
round the curves sometimes -the engine 
would run directly towards a declivity, and 
it seemed that we must certainly g° over and 
fall, Idon’t know how many hundreds or 
thousands of feet, upon the rocks below. Just 
as we seemed ready to go over the precipice 
the wheels would come against the.iron rails 
with great force ata curve, and we would in 
the twinking of an eye change our course, 
saved from plunging into the awful chasm, to 
make our way straight towardsa great rock 
to be dashed in me and crushed by the 
engine and five Pullman coaches piled upon 
us, when as abruptly we would turn again. 
I certainly could not have maintained 
‘my piace had I not as much as 
possible withdrawn my eyes from these perils 
directly in front, looked away to the 
inountains all about us. My experience of 
that awful ride is always recalled by the ex- 
clamation: “I will liftup mine eyes unto 
the hills from whence cometh my help,” 
Finally, we ran into a station, which, I think, 
they called Red Buttes, and stopped. I never 
have been so glad before nor since to place 
my feet upon terra firma. We heard Senator 
Kellogg talkingina loud voice. upbraiding 
the Governor in unmeasured terms, while the 
Governor was more gieeful than I had ever 
see. him. We found that from _ the 
time the train left Sherman the Gov. 
ernor had urged the engineer to increase the 
speed, finally promising to reward him if he 
would do so, while Senator Kellogg had been 
all the while piteously pleading for him to go 
slower. I trequently afterwards heard the 
Governor speak of how he enjoyed that ride 
down the Rocky Mountains, always winding 
up by telling how he scared Pitt Kellogg. 


Brigham Young Makes a Call, 


At Salt Lake Brigham Young called upon 
the Governor at the:hotel, and we all returned 
the call at the Lion House. An appointment 
had been made for our visit, and he 
had ‘with him to receive us several 
of the apostles. He at once com- 
menced complaining about the treatment 
of Utah by .the General Government. He 
called attention to how much his people had 
accomplished since they had been driven 
trom Illinois and Missouri into this wilder- 
ness; how they had made their way to an 
arid desert uninhabited, except by savages, 
but had reclaimed it and made it to blossom 
as the rose and produce bountiful harvests, as 
the Valley of Salt Lake proves. He urged 
that they had established a haif-way station in 
the center of the continent and made emigra- 
tion to California possible, and so. had 
been the means of rendering the Pacific 
slope and all the e@vuntry. between the 
Rocky and Sierra Nevada Mountains ac- 
cessible to the American people. 
He said: ‘**‘Wearea peaceful and law-abid- 
ing people and do our part in bearing the 
burdens of government, and yet,” he added, 
bitterly, ‘* we have soughtin vain for admis- 
sion into the Union, while Nevada, over there, 
with less thaa half the population and not 
nearly so long settled as Utah, and which 
could not have been settled but for Utah, is 
admitted as a sovereign State.”’ 

The Governor listened attentively and re- 
spectfully to al! that ‘*‘ President Young ’”’ had 
to say and then poiitely, but with great frank- 
ness, replied in substance as follows: 

I did not call.upon you, Mr. Young, to censure 
you nor to criticise you, but what you have said 
oblizes me in the position I hold as a Senator of 
the United States to say to you most sincerely 
and earnestly that you are not obeying the laws 
of the United States in regard to marriage, and 
that, until you Obey those laws in this Territory, 
I will never vote for Utah to be admitted into 
the Union, and the people of this country will 
never consent to its admission. Never,sir! You 
seem to be in -gedd health,sir. You have a de- 
lightful climate here, sir. 

And the.conversation was adroitly turned 
upon other topics. 

Happy Address to Californians, 

In California a political campaign was go- 
ing on and we ail accepted invitations to 
speak at the old Metropolitan Theater, where 
a great crowd assembled. Though called as 
a political sag son, Sere meeting was really a 
reception to Gov. Yates. His address was one 
of the happiest of his life. To fully apore- 
ciate it, as was the case with most of his ef- 
forts, one must have heard it, and one must 
also have some idea of how proud ali Cali- 
fornians are of their State and of their hopes 
for its future. can give no ade. 
quate idea of the entire address, but I remem- 
ber that in the course of it the Governor rap- 
idly glanced at the advance of civilization 
from Egypt to Greece, then to Rome, then 
spreading over Europe, then taking wings to 
and crossing the Atlantic, and finally making 
its way across the continent, until here it was 
stopped by an insurmountable barrier, and 
that all the civilizations must culminate here, 
as the lights of all the civilizations of all the 
ages center upon this focal point; and that 
here must be reached the summit of human 
attainment and of human achievement; 
that here are to be the profoundest 
statesmen, the wisest philosophers, 
the most gifted poets, the sublimest orators, 
and the most noble artists, etc.. 1 can only 

ive so much of what he said from memory. 
One who knows Californians can’ understand 
how such words coming from such a man 
would affect a San Francisco audience at that 
time. In considering the advancement Cali- 
fornia has made in the quarter of a century 
that has elapsed since that to me memorable 
evening, with its splendid *university and ob- 
servatory and all clse which has been added, 
I am led to the conclusion that Gov.

The news came that 
the Supreme Court of Illinois had decided the 
questron as tu the effect of the proclamation 
ot Gov, Yates, proroguing the Demo- 
cratic Illinois Legislature, because, as he 
said in his proclamation, that he believed 
*the interest of the State will be best sub- 
served by a speedy adjournment, the past 
history of the present Assembly holding out 
no reasonable hope of beneficent resuits to 
the citizens of the State or the army in the 
field.””’ Such an act as this had never before 
been thought of by a Governor of Illinois, if 
it had been considered by the Governor of 
any other State. This Legislature had been 
in session trom dan.

Gov. Yates, always on the alert, seeing his 
opportunity, sent in a proclamation reciting 
the clause in the Constitution, and declar- 
ing the General Assembly adjourned. 
The Republican members at once with- 
drew from the chambers and the Democrats 
were so’ appalled they were utterly de:noral- 
ized. Questions growing out of this went to 
the Supreme Court, 


case of the People vs. Hatch, afterwards re- 
ported in 334d IIL, that the actiorof the Gov- 
ernor and the consequent withdrawal of the 
Republican members and the demoralization 
of the Democrats ended the session. 
He Was Intensely Interested. 

While we reading the account of this 
decision Gov. Yates, who was spending a few 
days in Washington, came into our room, and 
we showed it to him. I had never seen 
him more intensely interested than he 


which he had been so conspicuous an actor 
He paced the floor, exclaiming: * [ did right! 
The people will sustain me as the Supreme 
Court has sustained me. I wi'l -never see 
another Democratic Legislature in Illinois.”’ 
All of this proved true. He seemed almost 
wild -vith excitement. 

Few men have ever lived who have been 
more strong and manly than was Gov. Yates 
in emergencies Which required patriotism, 
self-sacritice, courage. Few men have 
ever lived who have been under certain cir- 
cumstances more sensitive, and tender, and 
weak. He could bear up for months against 
the bitter and malignant opposition of a Leg- 
islature which tried every possible means to 
overthrow. and crush him and the adminis- 
tration of which he was the head and for 
which he was responsible, and finally, to 
use his own words, drive its major- 
ity **howling to their homes,” but when this 
was all consummated and past, upon the re- 
vival of the memory of the fierce conflict he 
was so moved as to be entirely overcome, 

It wasin such moments that the demon 
which blighted his life fastemed ite fangs 
ppon him. He suddenly left tHe room and 
was gone. Col. Forrest, who had been with 
him more than I and better realized the situa- 
tion, declared that we must follow him. We 
finally found him, but it was too late. We 
could only stay with him and take care of 
him and keep him from furtbler excesses. 

As the shadows which gathered upon his 
later years deepened until he was over- 
whelmed in gloom and despair, [ often 
thought of that night ‘in Washington and the 
days which followed.

I never in those last days heard any man or 
woman censure him. At the firesides of every 
patriot, from Chicago to Cairo, he was always 
spoken of with the tenderest affection and 
with unfeigned sorrow, When he died thou- 
sands of strong, brave men whom he had 
cared for and constantly befriended on all 
their wearisome marches, from Belmont to 
Appomattox, who would have gone through 
fire and blood to save him, with moistened 
eyes and quivering lips thanked God that he 
was at rest.

THE OUSTODIAN OF OHATEAU D’IP.

At the proper place he 
showed him the hole in the wall through 
which the Abbé Faria communicated with 
Edmond Dantes. ** This hole,’’ said the custo- 
dian, *“*the Abbé bored with a fish bone. 
Alexandre Dumas says 980.” “Then,”’ 
said the visitor, ‘Alexandre Dumas was 
acquainted with a good. many things 
Perhaps you know him?’ * Know him,”’ ex- 
claimed Grosson, ‘‘ Alexandre Dumas is one 
of my friends.”’ ‘‘He is glad of it,’’ replied 
the great romancer, slipping two gold louis 
into the man’s hand, which he grasped. Gros- 
son complained of the stinginess of the mu- 
nicipal authorities, who left the custodian of 
the Chateau d’If dependent on the generosity 
of visitors, merely allowing him to live rent 
free.

His Fame Established. 


It was not long before the grand harmonies 
of ** Thanatopsis’’—** majestic as the diapa- 
son of the ocean”’’—had put a girdle round 
about the literary world, Bryant’s fame as a 
poet established, and his name written high

Said Richard Het Stoddard: “If we 
did not know that *Thanatopsis’ wrs the 
work of a young man we would never guess 
that such was the fact. It struck the keynote 
of his genius—disclosed to him the growth 
and grandeur of his powers, and placed him 
before American poets past, present, and to 
come.” And George William Curtis also 
said: “TI hi upon it [Thanatopsis] be- 
cause it was the first adequate expression of 
the solemn New England spirit.”

In 1825 Bryant removed to New York and 

became associate editor of the N ew York Re- 
view and Atheneeum,a magazine. Here he 
found the society congenial to his taste, his 
two most intimate friends being Cooper, the 
‘novelist, and the poet Fitz-Greene Halleck. 
- The magazine not proving &a financial suc- 
ceas, in 1426, and in the 322 year of his age, 
Bryant became associate editor under Wil- 
iasn Coleman of the New York Evening Post, 
in which connection as assistant and chief he 
continued for —— of a half century to the 
time of his death in 1878. 

Bryant enjoyed an unusually healthy, vig- 
orous, and n old age, and it is said never 
knew a day's sickness in his life. pin response 
to repeated letters and inquiries he wrote a 
letter which was published in The Journal of 
Health, giving an account of his habits of 
life, from which the following is briefly con- 
densed :

KAPIRISTAN, LAND OF INFIDELS, 


Observations of an English Explorer in 
the Country of the Kafirs. 

London Times: At a meeting of the Royal 
Geographical Society Monday Dr. G. S. Rob- 
ertson read a paper on “ Kafiristan ’’—a 
country which up to a few years ago was en- 
tirely unknown and unexplored, and still re- 
mains one of those few inhabited regions 
of the world which are only partially under. 
stood. The wholedistrict, a said, was known 
by the name of Kafiristan, which literally 
meant “the land of ‘the infidel,” just 
as Hindustan meant * the land of the Hindu” 
and Afghanistan “‘ the land of the Afghan.”’ 
Before hig own visit to Kafiristan, with one 
single exception, ng,European had ever pene- 
trated into those remote valleys. The excep- 
tion was 'Lockhart’s mission, which in Sep- 
tenber, 1885, crossed from Chitral into the 
upper part of the Bashguyl- Valley, remained 
there a few days, and en withdrew into 
Chitral by another road. The actual amount 
of country Dr. Robertson was  abie 
to explore was not of any great extent. 
Tribal jealousies were so great and his posi- 
tion was oftentimes so difficult that it was 
frequently a question, not of his being able 
to get on, but of his being able to maintain 
himself in the Kafir country atalil. Kafir-. 
istan consisted of an irregular series of main 
valleys, forthe most part deep, narrow, and 
tortuous, into which a varying number of 
still more difficult, narrower, and deeper val- 
leys, ravines, and glens poured their torrent 
water. 

The physique of the Kafirs was magnificent 
ofits kind. They were light-built men, who 
almost always seemed to be in hard training. 
The most striking mental peculiarities of 
Katirs were their extreme cupidity, their ex- 
traordinary jéalousy of one another, and the 
intensity of their intertribal hatred. They
